WAR NEWS BY WIRELESS. 


Uncle Sam Dispatches Field Corps 
to Border at the Request of De- 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE 


EL PASO, Sept. 13. — {Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Wireless telegraph in war- 
fare is being given a practical test on 
the Mexican border between Hachita, 
N. M., and Marfa, Tex. Gen. E. Z. 
Steever, commander of the Depart- 
ment of Texas, is receiving and trans- 
mitting messages and orders over the 
wireless equipment of Co. I of the 
United States Field Signal Corps. 
With the presence of the Mexican 
rebels at points along the entire Mex- 
ican frontier, Gen. Steever has found 
telegraph and courier service alto- 
gether too slow for the heeds of the 
army. His request for a field wire- 
less outfit followed this decision and 
the War Department dispatched the 
most available corps to the border 
from Ft. D. A. Russell. 

Now the movements of the rebels 
are reported to the department com- 
mander at Ft. Bliss, Tex., at hourly 
intervals, and a night and day oper- 
ator is kept at each of the wireless 
stations to report any raids or depre- 
dations by the rebels from the Mex- 
ican side. In addition to the wire- 
less equipment, the Signal Corps has 
a system of telephones and visual 
signal stations established in order 
that messages may be relayed from 
headquarters to every patrol station 
along the border.

Stirring Scenes in 


the Grand Army. 


Closing Session. of 


Gen. Cook Attacks Commander of His Department 
on Floor of Assembly and Is Finally Ejected from the 
Auditorium — Beers Elected Commander - in - Chief. 
Veterans Appreciative of City’s Hospitality. 


UTBURSTS of passion which 
0 caused excitement, and wherein 
personal encounters were nar- 
rowly averted by sergeants-at-arms 
in quelling the disturbance, marked 
the closing session of the Grand 
Army Encampment at the Auditorium 
yesterday. Before the storm was over, 
a department commander had been 
assailed in intemperate language, and 
one of the most prominent figures in 
Grand Army circles had been forcibly 
ejected from the convention hall. 

Gen. George W. Cook, on the floor 
of the convention, denounced his de- 
partment commander, W. H. Minor of 
Colorado and Wyoming, in violent 
terms, accusing him of misrepresenta- 
tion, and making use of the short and 
ugly epithet in his references. Com- 
mander-in-Chief Trimble, presiding 
officer, sought to quiet the speaker, but 
the language became more heated 
and a dozen men were on their feet 
protesting. The Commander-in-Chief 
immediately. ordered Gen. Cook to 
apologize, which he did, in part, mak- 
ing it clear, however, that he was 
apologizing to the encampment and 
not to the department commander of 
Colorado and Wyoming in person. 

He had scarcely finished his apol- 
ogy before his anger again flamed 
forth and he again attacked the mo- 
tives and character of his department 
commander. He was at once ordered 
to leave the hall peaceably, but de- 
layed his departure so long that sev- 
eral sergeants-at-arms were called to 
forcibly remove him from the meet- 
ing. Later in the day he was permit- 
ted to join his delegation, but refused | 
to sit near Commander Minor. 

The difference between Department 
Commander Minor and Gen. Cook 
arose through the insistence of Cook 
that Denver was an applicant for the 
honor of entertaining the encamp- 
ment of 1913. This statement was de- 
nied by Commander Minor, who de- 
elared it had not been the intention of 
the business men of Denver to sug-

West was won by Germany from 
this city yesterday. 

From far-off Kattowitz, Upper Sile- 
sia, two miles of welded high-pres- 
sure pipe, weighing more than 2000 
tons, and costing more than $250,- 
000, is to be brought to Los Angeles 
to be used to carry the great flow 
ef water to Power Plant No. 1. 

Contracts for the gigantic pipe line 
were signed yesterday by the munic- 
ipal authorities and cableorders dis- 
patched to Europe by the foreign 
agents who have been secretly con- 
ducting negotiations here for the 
mammoth system. 

E. Leirch, special representative of 
the Aklein Gesellschaft Ferrum of 
Zowodzie, near Kattowitz, and J. v. 
Kunze American representative of the 
German corporation ,secured the con- 
tracts. Construction of the special 
pipe will be started at once, the Ger- 
man company having prepared for 
the work in amticiptaion of the poasi- 
bility that it would be awarded the 
contract. 

It is expected the first consignment 
of the pipe will reach this city within 
two months, and that complete ship- 
— will have been made by next 

u 

The pipe will run to the aqueduct 
power plant No. 1 in two main sys- 
tems, branching into gigantic Y- 
shaped lines, one of which will be 
equipped with a great blank flange 
for future extension. 

The two main lines will each be 
seven feet in diameter at the top and 
taper to eighty inches where they 
branch into the Y's. Each of three 
pipes from the two main lines will be 
fifty-four inches in diameter and ex- 
tend to three 15-000-horse-power 
water wheels. The fourth extension of 
the second T will not be laid imme- 


: tely.

causing a cruel waste of the workers’ hard- 
earned savings. From this cause the whole 


country has been gradually degenerating. 


Unfortunately, a wobbly government in 
Westminster, by a straddling policy, has 
encouraged the syndicalist agitators in their 


pernicious activities. 


At last the series of disasters which have 
crippled labor seem to have awakened a 
gleam of reason among the British union- 
ites. Ramsey MacDonald, the spokesman 


has declared himself strongly against the 
methods of the syndicalists and has ex- 
pressed his determination to rid union la 
bor—if he can—of this stumbling block to 
all effective labor legislation. 
Our own unions also have been repudiat- 
ing the violent doctrines of the I.W.W.’s., 
On both sides of the Atlantic the conserva- 
tive and respectable labor elements are 
deprecating unnecessary strikes and are 
urging a better understanding between em- 
ployer and employee. The adjustment of 
the difficulties between the Chicago trac 
tion companies and their men is a hopeful 
sign that the methods of the old labor 
unions must give way to lawful and con- 
stitutional action. 

If we all pull together the incessant fric- 
tion between the brains and the muscles of 
the i world may be replaced by a 
lasting friendship. For which end, in the 
true interest of labor and of capital both, 
The Times will continue to use its tire 
less efforts in the future as it has consist- 
ently done in the past.

How much further will our national 
love of excitement carry us tn our fever for 
spectacular shows, spiced with the chances 
of- sudden death?

A short life and a merry one is not a new 
desideratum, but it seems to be gaining 
ground.

The 
“ant Caesar aut nihil” spirit is as old as 
Rome, as modern as America. 

Yet these aspirants for glory and quick 
money often imperil the lives of those pay- 
ing them to take desperate chances, as 
carelessly as they risk their own necks. 
This does not deter the crowds that flock to 
see any contest where life is pitting itself 
against death; they apparentiy are perfect- 
ly willing to take the smaller end of the 
chances. So widespread is the modern de- 
mand for sensation that no preaching or 
teaching, not even an object lesson like the 
catastrophe in Newark, affects this strong 
est of all modern crazes. 

A few may ask themselves if this is a 
healthy spirit—the majority of men evi- 
dently have no intention of attempting to 
curb it. We suppose, for good or evil, the 
voice of the majority will prevail.

ISUNDERSTOOD. 
In the present revival of Oscar Wilde 
perhaps no work left by this unfortunate 
genius is more often read than a little vol- 
ume entitled “The Soul of Man Under So- 
cialism.” The book is likely to be misun- 
derstood for two reasons. Men like Wilde 
are much more concerned with making lit- 
erature than they are with the evolution of 
an idea or the enunciation of a doctrine. 
They are quite content to impart to their 
work an intellectual sincerity that will ren- 
der it plausible and there they stop. The 
real fault with this work, however, is that 
it is dangerously incomplete. It is subtle 
in its appeal because it makes an inverse 
argument for individualism, and its decep- 
tion lies in the fact that the thought is not 
followed to its logical conclusion. When 
Wilde states that there is no good reason 
for the existence of property he propounds 
a glowing half truth. There is no 
a surplus, but there is ‘Always a 


not interfere with the manipulation of the 
whole. Just as there is as much light and 
heat in the world after the coal in the earth 
has been mined, after gas has been manu- 
factured and after electricity has been de- 
veloped. The point of omission in all such 
happy philosophies is that the attitude 
which would share profits without sharing 
labor would speedily disrupt any social 
idea. It is true that the world contains 
enough for all, but it is also true that this 
plentifulness must be developed. The 
world holds in potentiality an abundance of 
warmth, food and clothing for all, but these 
happy combinations must be formed by 
conscious, consistent and constant effort. 
Production comes only through applied at- 
tention, and no scheme can possibly be in- 
vented that will spare the individual from 
his just contribution of thought and action 
in continuing the world’s sufficiency. Re 
sponsibility is unescapable. 


CITIZENS AND THEIR 
SLANDERER, 

Between 1823 and 1911 there arrived in 
the United States 28,772,880 immigrants. 
The number arriving during the fiscal year 
1911 was 878,587. Of these 176,003 were 
farm laborers, 155,996 were unskilled la- 
borers, 148,892 were skilled laborers, 107,- 
153 were servants. Of merchants, clerks, 
carpenters, shoemakers, mariners, miners, 
etc., there were 79,775. Of actors, must- 
cians, teachers and engineers there were 


sons having no occupation there were 
246,022. 3 

Something more than one-half of the 
immigrants who arrived in 1911 were from 
Italy, Austria-Hungary and Russia. In ear 
lier years the bulk of the immigrants came 
from Germany, Ireland and the Scandina- 
vian countries. These immigrants contribut- 
ed to the industrial development and wealth 
of the land. They were generally peaceful, 
industrious and law-abiding. They enlisted 
freely in our armies during the war with 
Mexico, the Civil War and the war with 
Spain. They made, as a rule, good citi- 
sens, and their children, born in- this coun- 
try, are as patriotic, as devoted to our in- 
stitutions and as free from crime as any 
other native American. As a rule emi- 
grants bring with them to this country hab- 
its of industry, economy and thrift. Eu- 
rope in losing them parts with the best 
of her citizenship, for the very can- 
not gather the means with which to come, 
and the unenterprising have not the spirit 
to attempt the journey. 

Since the passage of our present laws 
regulating the inspection and qualifications 
of immigrants from beyond seas criminals, 
lunatics, diseased persons and paupers are 
stopped at our portals and returned to the 
country from whence they came. It may 
be truthfully said of our foreign-born citt- 
zens as a body that they can all read and 
write, that they are not often illiterate, and 
that, as a class, they are neither dishonest 
nor disorderly. 

Attempts have been made at different 
times to array the prejudices of native 
born citizens of American parentage against 
nateralized citizens and the children born 
in America of naturalized citizens. Such 
attempts have occasionally achieved a tem- 
porary success, but they were founded upon 
prejudice and narrowness and they soon

$1197.51 goes to the general fund and

by Maj. Leo Rassieur, Past Comman- 
der of the G. A. R., in a speech before a

Here the comrades drew their tin 
cups from the commissary depart- 
ment and waited in line for their ra- 
tions; only this time it was not hard- 
tack and near coffee, but dainty 
sandwiches and native fruits. 

THREE HUNDRED CARLOADS. 

The army and its thousands of fol-

WOMEN ON GUARD. 

It was not patrolmen who guarded 
the lines stretched along the street 
during the pascing of the parade. The 
police were there, but their work 
was comparatively light. The prin-

Mr. Kerens is a director in the 
line known as the Salt Lake Route and during his visit 
here inspected many points along the line of the road 
One extension is likely to be on the Las Vegas and 
Tonopah road, the southern terminus of which is now 
Goldfield, which this extension will place at Tonopah. 
Out of San Bernardino to Barstow the Salt Lake 
Route uses the Santa Fe tracks through the Cajon Pass. 
Another probable result of Mr. Keren's visit may be 
the construction of a track for this road's own use over 
the mountains, giving it its own trackage all the way 
from Salt Lake to Los Angeles. 
Work is well advanced on a new highway that will 
be available for automobiles between San Juan Capis- 
trano and Elsinore via the San Juan Hot Springs. 
The people at Huntington Beach have taken a great 
deal of interest in the proposed road of high grade for 
all the shore line in Orange county. ' 
A very ambitious project in road building is the con- 
struction of a new trolley line by the Southern Call- 
fornia Beach Railway Company. This project will con- 
nect San Diego, Oceanside and Balboa along the ocean 
front, run back to Riverside and Colton, and also reach 
Santa Ana by way of San Juan Capistrano. This com- 
pany is incorporated for $3,000,000.

Railroad Commission recently appointed by President 
Taft is now on the way to the Arctic region to make pre- 
liminary surveys and observations for a railroad to tap 
the coal fields of Alaska and bring their product down to 
the coast.

A New Irrepressible Conflict. 
HEN, about seventy years ago, William 
Henry Seward characterized the fight 
“an irrepressible 


There were about a dozen of the American 
who held the majority of other people in absolute 
slavery, and between these two lay another vast 
aggregation of human beings known in the South 
as “poor white trash,” despised alike by the mas- 
ter andthe slave. This condition created the 
irrepressible conflict so named by Seward. 

Readers of the Illustrated Weekly in very large 
numbers will recall Rev. Dr. Thompson, once the 
pastor in Los Angeles of what was known as the 
Independent Church. He is a man of keen ob- 
servation, profound thought, and broad informa- 
tion. He is at this time in London, and writes to 
a friend here in Los Angeles about conditions in 
the United Kingdom. We quote from his letter 
the following paragraph: 

“We have democracy, socialism, strikes, oppres- 
sion of rulers and plenty of anarchy over here. 
Representative government has shown itself to 
be a failure—government by parties is no longer 
adequate to the demands of right and justice in 
modern states...Our King and Queen, the best 
representatives of monarchy whom Great Britain 
has ever had, are working hard and wisely within 
their legal limitations for the best interests of the 
empire. The history of Greece and Rome are re- 
peating themselves in modern times. Liberty 
without religion and conscience is chimerical and 
farcical. We have larger populations and fewer 
heroes.” | 

Dr. Thompson sees conditions in Great Britain 
exactly as all other intelligent observers see them. 
These conditions are not confined to Great Brit- 
ain, but prevail all through Europe: socialism 
slumbering in despotic Russia, restless under the 
iron hand of the German Kaiser, breaking out in 
almost unrestrained license in republican France, 
and winked at, ves, preached and propagated by 
political charlatans in Great Britain, a monarchy 
in name, a republic in fact. | 
It is only by an utter misapprehension of the 
real meaning of the term that this political cult 
could be called socialism. ‘Theoretical socialism 
is a dream as iridescent as a rainbow, insubstan- 
tial as a shadow, often tried and always found 
wanting. It is a cult capable of comprehension 
on the part only of intelligent men and women, 
and then only after painstaking and long study. 
The world has little or nothing to fear from theo- 
retical socialism. It is too diaphanous, too mani- 
festly impractical, to appeal to any but students 
whose dreams are indulged in in the closet from 
which the light of the every-day world is shut 
out. | 

The socialism referred to by Dr. Thompson is 
diametrically opposed to that closet type known > 
only to students. The so-called socialists have 
taken up the name as a cloak to conceal their own 
real meaning and purposes. What Dr. Thomp- 
son really refers to is that known in Europe as 
syndicalism, in the United States as unionized 
laborism. It is this that makes the present con- 
flict manifest more or less all over the world a 
new irrepressible conflict. At the core of its 
heart the purpose is to gain a livelihood without 
work or with as little work as possible, to get 
something for nothing, or at least to get every- 
thing for the least possible, to disregard industry 
and thrift, to place the indolent and the extrava- 
gant on a plane of equality with the industrious 
and frugal. It is manifested in a hostility bitter 
and violent against all who have saved anything, 
and this in a rising scale, the man with nothing in- 
dulging his envious hatred against the man who 
out of hard-earned dollars has accumulated a little 
stock of hardly-saved “quarters” until he has a 
small store laid away against a time of need, and 
the man not so impecunious against him who has 
a moderate fortune, while the man with a compe- 
tency indulges this feeling against the man of 
wealth. All alike and in quite equal terms they 
decry wealth and inveigh against money, while 
not a word ever comes out of their mouth that 
does not betray as the central aspiration of their 
hearts a covetous desire for money, and for money 
not honestly earned, but to be obtained by vio- 
lence, rapine and plunder if necessary.

Selfishness always begets ear- 
nestness, and this cult being the most absolutely 
selfish that the world has ever known is-natu- 
rally the most earnest. At heart it entertains 
an inexpressible contempt for all law, human 
and divine, not formulated by its own leaders, 
and their laws are always made to the selfish 
advantage of the members of the organization, 
regardless of all rights of those outside. Its 
weapons of warfare are material as well as men- 
tal. They include the closed fist, the bludgeon, 
the dagger, the pistol, the dynamite bomb and 
every weapon of violence known to the world. 
_ They have all the advantages that come from 
intense earnestness and compact solidarity. 
They will fight, refusing compromise as long as 
there is a chance to vin the battle, and then 
compromise only to get away from crushing de- 
feat. 
The weakness of those opposed to this 
falsely-called socialism, lies in the fact that they 
lack both earnestness and organization. Al- 
though they have everything at stake, their per— 


even their lives, they remain broken into frag— 
ments and pursue a let-it-go policy, while the 


battle for industrial domination of the world. 

The worst weakness of the opposition is that 
their political leaders are seldom statesmen 
and still more infrequently patriots. The aver- 
age politician is merely a selfish office-chaser: 
eager for emolument or power, he will sacrifice 
every interest except his own political one for 
the sake of temporary success. He is willing 
to make common cause with these enemies of 
civilized society and of industrial prosperity. 

The conflict is on, and must go on. Those 
who will not submit to the tyranny of this mob 
of selfish despots must get together, must select 
leaders who are earnest in the cause, who will 
never compromise with the enemy and never 
miss a blow until the final victory is won. 

It is the old condition first expressed by Pat- 
rick Henry when he said: “Gentlemen may cry 
peace! Peace! But there is no peace.” 


Socialism and the Churches. 


O ONE can carefully read the Christian 
scriptures, particularly the Acts of the 
Apostles, and miss the conclusion that the early 
church was in a way socialistic. The story of 
Ananias puts this beyond dispute. It was not 
an unnatural conclusion for these people to 
reach, dwelling as they did upon the very altru- 
istie teachings of the Founder of their religion. 
Altruism is a modern word expressing affirma- 
tively what the old vocable unselfishness meant 
negatively. 

But Christianity in all its phases deals with 
the individual and deals with-him in his spiritual 
nature rather than with aggregations of human- 
ity dealing with them by fixed human laws. 
The story of Ananias already referred to shows 
very plainly that that original Roosevelter was 
free to give his property to the church or to keep 
it in his own control. 

Modern socialism dealing with humanity in 
political organizations and seeking to carry out 
its tenets through human laws incumbent upon 
all people to obey them is an entirely different 
affair. Of all the antagonisms raised by social- 
ists the churches come among the first and 
arouse their bitterest hostility. Their chief 
propagandists have been almost without excep- 
tion not only anti-Christian, but anti-deistic, in 
other words, blank infidels. 3 

It is not difficult to see why this should be so. 

Christianity teaches fundamentally obedience 
to human laws, even although they may not be 
entirely just, and even although they may be ad- 
ministered by people who are far from that 
righteousness Christianity claims from its vota- 
ries. There is a wide difference between crime 
and sin, but as a general rule Christianity con- 
demns crime with little if any less emphasis 
than sin. Modern socialism has as great a con-

in spite of tHese facts, plain to our minds 
though they be, a good many Christian organi- 
zations constantly attempt to make common 
cause with socialism, or-at least to “wink at“ the 
wrong that exists in socialistic doctrine, perhaps 
on the principle of the Apostle Paul, who says 
himself that he made himself “all things to all 
men that by all means he might save some.” 
| Now if this policy of certain churches were 
as wise as it is charitable there would be no 
room to dispute as to the practice of it. It is its 
unwisdom that appeals to us for adverse crit- 
icism. It seems to us the most hopeless case in 
the world for any church to make common cause 
with socialism with any hope of winning 
the allegiance of any ardent socialist so 


long as he holds firmly and _ intelligently 
to socialistic doctrines. Of course it is not 


merely the privilege, it is the duty of every 
church to seek in every way to bring every man 
within the influence of its doctrines. But here 
the profound wisdom of John Paul Richter 
comes to one’s mind, expressed in a poetical line 
translated into English this way: “So strong as 
is God’s hatred of sin, is His love of sinners.” 

Many a brand has been plucked from the 
burning by the wise and loving action and min- 
istration of churches and their ministers. It is a 
human proverb as applicable in religion as in 
other things, that while there is life there is hope, | 
and it is a most interesting fact kept constantly 
in the minds of all good churchmen that at least 
one of the two thieves crucified on Calvary was 
saved at the last moment. But it would be a 
very poor exegesis on the scriptures which 
should teach it to be proper for churches temake 
common cause with thieves in order to save thet 
for eternal life. 

The futility of condoning socialism or ignoring 
the danger of its tenets by the churches seems 
to be dawning upon the minds of some of them. 
The other day a synod of the Lutheran denom1- 
nation came out before the world with a ringing 
denunciation of socialism as being unchristian 
in all its essential tenets, as dangerous to the 
whole body politic as it is hopeless for the church 
to try to make common cause with it. 

Then upon a later occasion we had a great sub- 
organization of the Roman Catholic church as- 
sembled in convention utter its warning against 
socialism. We are referring to the action of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, which in a conven- 
tion in Los Angeles a few days ago passed the 
following resolution: “We condemn with all 
our might the baneful and pernicious doctrines 
preached by socialistic anarchists. We pledge 
ourselves to obey the commandments of God and 
the precepts of the church.and to uphold with all 
our power the administration of the American 
form of government under which we live.” 

This is not a new action for members of this 
church to take. That great Christian body has 
never faltered, in the way that some organiza- 
tions have done, in condoning the baleful influ- 
ence of socialism. Indeed, some of them have 
grievously fallen into the worse fault of teaching 
doctrines which if not purely socialistic were 
badly adulterated with those doctrines. The 
writer remembers not many years ago when a 
former bishop of the diocese of Los Angeles and 
Monterey on a Sunday evening stood bravely on 
a platform before a large gathering of socialists, 
angrily hostile to everything he uttered, and 
there set before them the unadulterated truth. 
But every reference Bishop Montgomery made 
on that occasion to the Decalogue was greeted 
with every mark of contemptuous disapproval. 

The spread of socialism at the present time. all 
over the world constitutes one of the gravest 
dangers to civilized society, and if it is to pro- 
gress with every forward step its first and bitter- 
est attacks will be on the churches and on every- 
thing that is Christian in every way in which the 
leaven of Christianity works in the great mass 
of human institutions. It is the blindest infatua- 
tion on the part of church organizations, and of 
all who teach and earnestly desire the perpetuity 
of really Christian influence in our civilization, 
to attempt for a moment to make common cause 
with socialism, to condone its doctrines, or to 
shelter in any way its ardent advocates. 

Socialism is a crime against all human govern- 
ment, and a sin against everything that is divine. 
As well might the church try to do its work by 
condoning any other form of sinful criminality as 
to treat socialism in this way. It would be just 
as hopeful a programme to attempt to save men 
from the sin of lust, of dishonesty, of untruth- 
fulness, or of murder even by saving them 
in their sins, as it would be to apply this 
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If you carry out the schemes of your university prest 
dents and advocates of eugenics, it appears to the 
Eagle bird as if you were in a fair way to reduce your- 
selves to the conditions of the beasts of the stall It 
has been a tradition among the Eagle tribe that when 


the sea and the beasts of the field‘ were made of just 
material elements, appointed to live for a few days, 
then perish and be no more, but that when the lord of 
creation was created, while his physical frame was of 
the same clay as his humbler brethren over whom he 
was appointed to exercise dominion, yet there was 
“breathed into his nostrils the breath of life, and he 
become a living soul.” A man without a heart and 
without affections has been spoken of among you as 
brutal. He has been characterized as a mere beast 
and charged with eliminating from his nature anything 
divine and crushing the soul out of his material body. 
It has been the impression among the Eagle tribe that 
a man’s brain outweighs in value his body a thousand 
times, and his soul a million times. The idea among us 
is that the brute creation is in many respects vastly 
superior to human beings in their physical endowments, 
but that man’s dominion was one of mind and that yet 
his heart has more to do with making him a man than 
all the brains of the brightest people that ever lived. 

There is a story about a great artist who carved a 
woman out of marble and then fell in love with her, 
when a god endowed her with life but not with love, 
and she was a great failure. There is another story 
about some great man who made a creature in human 
shape called Frankenstein,“ perfect in physique, more 
marvelous in mind than any of the great poets or

DOES THE WORLD MOE? 


ROGRESS! There is not one of us in 10,000 who 
P realizes the progress that was made in the past 
century. There is not one in 100,000 who stops to 
reflect upon the unspeakable improvement that has 
taken place in human life since the American colonists 
published to the world their Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Those who do know about it, and those who 
think about it, do so only in an imperfect way. We 
may realize that in America wonderful progress has 
been made since the days of Valley Forge and the 
crossing of the Delaware amid floating ice by Gen. 
Washington. But that is not what I mean. Take the 
most advanced country in the world at that period and 
go to its very heart we would find conditions of life but 
little better there than among the raw American 
colonies. England was at that time the most ad- 
vanced country in material things, and London was 
then, as now, the heart of England, the financial and 
commercial metropolis of the world, and there condi- 
tions of life were more comfortable than elsewhere. 
What were those best conditions enjoyed by the human 
family at that period? 

Open Charles Dickens’s story “A Tale of Two Cities” 
if you would have an answer to this inquiry. You will 
remember that story opens on an October night with 
a mail coach going from London to Dover to eatch the 
packet boat for Calais, France, next day. This coach 
left London in the gloaming of an evening, and going 
over Blackheath did not reach the top of Shoeter’s 
Hill before midnight, and it was almost noon the fol- 
lowing day when this coach reached Dover. There 
were only three passengers in it, and although there 
were six horses, the three men were obliged to get out 
and walk more than ankle deep in slushy mud while the 
horses, steaming and panting, struggled with difficulty 
up the incline, stopping every few yards to get breath. 
The pedestrians were covered with mud to their knees, 
and when they alighted at Dover next day they crawled 
out of the damp musty straw in the coach more like 
big dogs out of a badly kept kennel. 

You remember a messenger was sent with a mes- 
sage after one of these passengers, and as his horse’s 
hoofs were heard pounding in the müd consternation 
reigned among the passengers, and this included the 
driver and the guard, who expected to be held up and 
rebbed. The guard standing on the rear of the coach 


half a dozen loaded pistols and a dozen cutlasses and 
his hands» never let go of an immense blunderbuss 
ready to belch out its charge in the face of some ex- 
pected marauder. 

Dickens depicts conditions in London at that time 
as so lawless and unsafe that householders leaving the 
city for a few days. were warned to remove their house- 
hold goods to a warehouse. The Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don was held up right on the edge of the city and 
robbed about this time. A mail coach had been at- 
tacked by seven highwaymen of whom the guard had 
killed three before his ammunition gave out and then 
the other four had dispatched the guar’ and driver and 
in profound peace had rifled the mail. It was a com- 
mon thing for gentlemen at social functions to have 
diamond pins taken from under their chins. The public 
executioner was busy from morning to night hanging 
criminals, now one convicted of an atrocious murder, 
and again a poor devil for having robbed a farmer's 
boy of sixpence. 

I have headed this article “Since the Declaration of 
Independence” because the author of the “Tale of Two 
Cities” opens his story with the stage coach on that 
October night in 1775. . : 

It may seem a long time since then. It is in fact 137 
years. Look at this matter in another way. There are 
many people living today who i ntheir lifetime con- 
versed with their elders who were mature men in 1775. 
So it-does not seem so long when we realize that the 
second generation is in some cases still on earth since 
that date. 

I remember my grandmotber, who died about 1850, at 
the age of almost 100 years. She was married before 
1775. My father, one of the youngest of thirteen chil- 
dren, was born in 1798. This grandmother of mine had 
a brother with whom I remember -+alkifig along about 
my eighth to tenth year, when he died at the age ‘of’ 
110. He had been born long before the middle of the 
eighteenth century, and was quite middle aged at the 
date of Dickens’s story. One of my grandfathers died 
soon after the middle of the nineteenth century and 
he was a little more than 100 years old. He was a 
young man and married in 1775, for my mother, the 
youngest of nearly a dozen children, was 4 years old 
when the battle of Waterloo was fought. 

When Dickens wrote the story Blackheath was 
away out of London. So was Islington, and many other 
places now making part of the great world metropolis.

No College Man, Yet Head of a College. 
When six years ago the trustees of that promising 
institution of advanced.learning, Occidental College, 
went into unbeaten paths and selected a man without 
college education or experience in education as presi- 
dent of the institution, a great many experienced educa- 
tors shook their heads in dubious hesitation. It was an 
untried experiment to put at the head of so important 
an institution of high learning a man without college 
training, and without experience as an educator. Six 
years is time enough to try out any such proposition, 
and at“the end of that considerable period Dr. Baer 
having been weighed in the balance several times has 
never been found wanting. The success in every way 
which has marked his administration of Occidental 
College has made his name known among educators all 
over the country, and he is recognized everywhere as an 
able leader in the cause of learning. . 
I never can resist the temptation of calling atten-

Dr. Baer’s early manhood was spent in his 
business in connection with the Van Deusen Elevator 
Company of the Northwest with headquarters in Minne- 
apolis.

A Pioneer of Note. | 

Who is there in Los Angeles who does not know 
Richard Dillon, one of the pioneer merchants of the 
city, a public-spirited citizen, and one who now in his 
advanced years enjoys the respect, confidence and sym- 
pathy of all who know him. 

Richard Dillon was born in County Limerick, Ireland, 
near the borders of County Tipperary, in October, 1837. 
In September, 1862, he left his native land and mi- 
grated to Australia, settling in Melbourne, where he 
made the acquaintance of another Irishman, the late 
John Kennealy. After four years in Melbourne, his 
time spent in the dry-goods trade, Richard Dillon came 
up to San Francisco, and there went into the dry-goods 
business in an establishment under the old Lick House.

Richard Dillon remained in San Francisco nine years, 


and then removed to Los Angeles in 1875, and set up a 
dry-goods store of his own, with his friend Kenneally 
as his partner. 


In those early days nearly all the busi- 
ness of the city was carried on on Los Angeles street 
near Commercial and First streets, and there the Dillon 
was moved up on Main 
street near Requena, where it was continued until the 
Dillon & Kennealy firm retired from the dry-goods 
business in 1887. The firm had established branches 
in Phoenix, Ariz., which was continued until 1892, and 
also at Pomona; but both of these were closed ovt 
later. 

When Richard Dillon left the “Auld sod” for Austra- 
lia about the only capital he took with him was his 
brains and sturdy physique. When he came up from 
Australia he was still a poor man, but after nine years 
in the Bay City, where he carefully saved his gains and 
invested in real estate, he was able to come to Los 
Angeles with a little capital of $10,000. He is exceed- 
ingly glad that he parted with his San Francisco real 
estate, for upon a recent visit, upon careful investiga- 
tion he found that his property sold long ago would 
not bring much more at the present time. His profits in 
Los Angeles were put into real estate, and he has now 
a corner on Seventh and Hill streets, and also a large 
slice of acreage between the city and Santa Monica for 
which he has recently refused $2000 an acre. Richard 
Dil'on’s Los Angeles realty today is worth a round mill- 
lion dollars.

AN JOSE (Costa Rica.)—Come with me this morn- 
S ing for a trip through the Switzerland of Central 
America. We are in the mountains of Costa Rica, 
the upper end of the Andes, north of the range through 
which we are cutting our great ditch at Panama. We 
are in a land made up of mountains. It is 150 miles 
wide and over 200 miles long, and the most of it is com-

The bananas 
from here are taken to New Orleans, Mobile, New York 
and Boston. They go also to Manchester and Bristol in 
England, and at last find their resting-place in some- 
thing like a billion and a half stomachs all over the 
world. We shall find bananas for sale at the stations 
as we go up the railroad to San Jose, and will pay for 
them just about the same as at home. The banana is 
the poor man's fruit, and it can be bought for from 1 
to 2 cents a finger, for that is what the single fruit is 
called, in any part of the Union.

We have sailed north from Bocas del 
Toro, the last town of the Panamanian republic, and 
been landed at a wooden settlement of 5000 people, 
which annually ships to us at least one-tenth of all the 
It exports every year over 11,000,000 
bunches or about 1,500,000,000 bananas, enough to give 
one to almost every soul in the wor'd. The town be- 
longs largely to the United Fruit Company, which does 
an immense banana business here, but by no means the 
whole. It has over 7000 workmen employed on its Costa 
Rican plantations, but there are probably one-half as 
many more on the outside estates. 

As our ship comes to anchor, we see at the wharves

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pany, which, as I am told, has bought many of the out- 
side plentations and is about to make a fight for the 
trade. It is backed by some West Indian Jews in com- 
bination with the Hamburg American Steamship Line, 
which wants a share in the freight. It has much to do, 
however, before it can successfully compete with the 
United Fruit Company. It will require a new port and 
will have to build railroads to bring the bananas down 
to their ships. This banana business is not a small 
proposition. The United Fruit Company, which has 


done more than any other to give us cheap fruit, has 


many great interests here outside the bananas, and it 
has farms and ranches where it raises the cattle, horses 
and mules used on its banana estates. The ranches are 
in the highlands, and upon them there are now 11,000 
head of stock, including horses and mules raised from 
imported stallions and jackasses. There are also 2000 
cows, from which come the butter used in the banana 
trust commissary, and there are other farms for rais- 
ing vegetables and various supplies. The business is so 
extensive that all efforts are made to cut the cost to 
the lowest possible notch, and I should doubt much the

There are but few towns on the road up the moun- 
tains. They, are mostly shacks of one story with the 
roofs overhanging so as to cover a porch in front and 
behind. Outside the porches the average house is not 
more than twelve feet square and the whole family lives 
in one room. In some places we see villages of such 
houses, and rising higher we find the comfortable little 
country homes of the coffee planters. The plantations 
devoted to coffee are 2000 or 3000 feet above the sea. 
They increase as we near San Jose, and we finally pass 
through a country where there is nothing but coffee. 
The trees are shaded by bananas or plantains. They 
are not more than ten or twelve feet in height.

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_A Trip to the Desert. 
THE FRUIT BECOMING SCARCE AND 
THE FRENCH JEALOUS. 

URING the past ten years California horticultu- 
D rists have become famillar characters to natives 

of the great date- growing oases of the Sahara 
Desert, Their interest has been particularly turned to 
the long chain known as the Oued Rhir, an under- 
sround water course which supports 1,000,000 palm 
tees through its hundred miles of length, and where 
%% famous Deglet Noor, or Date of the Light, flour- 
isies. It is this date that has been principally brought 
io America for planting, between 6000 and 7000 off- 
shoots having been plkced in the Coachella and Im- 
nal valleys; and in Algeria it is the standard of ex- 
cellence among the natives. 

Dr. Walter F. Swingje, date expert of the United 
States Department of ee was the pioneer in 
the field, making his first trip to the Sahara eleven 
years ago, to get offshoots for the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry. He has made several trips since, and each one 


of young palms is becoming scarce. In fact, the field 
at present is practically exhausted. I do not think any 
one from California will try to make an importation 
from Algeria during the coming winter, as it would be 
difficult to get together a large enough number of Deglet 
Noor offshoots at a reasonable price to make it pay. 
Finally, the French growers are getting annoyed at the 
increase in price, due to California competition, and 
it is understood that they have induced the govern- 
ment to forbid further exportation. Bernard Johnson, 
the last exporter to leave Algeria this spring, was re- 
fused a “certificate of origin” by the French authori- 
ties. As it happened, this made no difference for a 
shipment to the United States, but if his offshoots had 
been destined for any other place in Algeria, or any 
point in France, this governmenta! act would have 
made the shipment impossible. 2 
Nevertheless, California gold has been a great bless- 
ing to the Arabs of the oases, who live in a chronic 
state of poverty that is broken only at the time of the 
date harvest, from September 1 to November 1. Even 
then conditions are not much better, save that every 
one in the village gets all he wants to eat, dates being 
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leaves him more firmly convinced that date culture is 
going to be one of the biggest things in California. 

He was followed some years later by Bernard G. 
Johnson of Mecca, Riverside county, who made a sec- 
ond trip this spring and brought back another ship- 
ment of 3000, the largest that has ever been made. 
Most of these are now near Yuma. Mr. Johnson acted 
in the interest of a number of ranchers. 

II. F. Cole, secretary of the American Date Company 
of Los Angeles, brought a shipment in the spring of 
1911, and a second one this spring. My own trip was 

' made in the first three months of the present year on 
behalf of the West India Gardens of Altadena, and most 
of the offshoots | secured went to Dr. Rebecca Lee Dor 
sey of Los Angeles, and R. R. Bray and Mrs. S. E. Birk 
of Indio. 

With a millidm palms to draw from, it would seem 
that there should be plenty of offshoots available, but 
it takes several years for each offshoot to grow, and 
as only a small proportion of the trees are Deglet 
Noors, this variety, the only one in North Africa which 
most Californiaus care to import, has become scarce 
during recent years.

and when an American appears with a pocket full of sil- 
ver dollars, offering to dicker for palm offshoots, every 
man who has one to sell appears and suffers a pro- 
longed mental struggle in which innate Arab avarice 
contends with the desire for a little hard cash. This 
mental fight usually ends in a compromise, just as the 
negotiations over the price do. 

To get to the Oued Rhir, one leaves Biskra, terminus 
of the Algerian Railway, in a little stage coach at 3 
o'clock in the morning, travels through a flat, feature- 
less country until long after dark, and stops for the 
night at the large oasis of M’raier, where a French cor. 
poration is growing dates in a systematic way. This 
is the first large oasis of the long chain known as the 
Oued Rhir; and in this district two French corpora- 
tions have between them over 100,000 palms.

Some of the most interesting facts brought out in 
this inquiry were the few mines of graphite in the world, 
bow artificial graphite or lead is made, and the extraor- 
dinary manner in which it is mined in Ceylon, India. It 
is also explained how nature lays up great stores of lead 
for future generations of school children. After making 
coal, it seems that nature simply took one step further 
and made graphite, for the latter is nearly pure carbon 
and was formed through the action of molten rock forced 
from the bowels of the earth. This rock, after being 
reduced to almost a fluid state by the tremendous pres- 


sure in the center of the earth, was brought into contact 


with coal. The coal was burned out through chemical 
actions and the graphite remained. 

A description by the scientists of a graphite bed in 
New Mexico will illustrate how nature goes about the 
job of making lead. “This is one of the few graphite 
mines in America. The graphite vein extends into coal 
fields, which contain coke. In the early ages of the 
world molten rock was forced into the coal-bearing rocks 
in many places and formed natural coke, but in some 
places, due to the presence of certain chemicals, it 
formed graphite when it came in contact with the coal. 
The coal was completely graphitized where the rock was 
forced into the coal bed. Some of these deposits contain

The first pencil factory in America was founded by a 
schoolgirl. There was a graphite mine in England at 
that time called the Barrowdale mine. A schoolgirl ob- 
tained some pieces of graphite and anticipated quite 
closely the pencil method of modern days. In some way 
she crushed the graphite, with either a hammer or a 
stone, and then used gum, mixing the two together. 
Then she cut an alder cyHnder, filled it with this gum 
and graphite, and thus produced the first lead pencil 
made in America. This took place in Danvers, Mass. 
Later a man by the name of Joseph W. Wade co- 
operated with the girl, and together they made a num- 
ber of lead pencils after the same fashion. The girl’s 
name was not recorded. 

The Barrowdale mine in England was the source of 
the first graphite, and the pieces quarried were said to 
be in such form that they could be sawed and pressed 
into the wood. Scientists say, however, that pieces of 
this kind were not very numerous. Later it occurred 
to a Frenchman named Conte to powder the graphite 
and then combine the pulverized substance with a bind- 
ing material. He worked on his scheme until he pro- 
duced the graphite part of the pencil substantially as it 
is made now. Not much, however, was done with it, 
either by Conte or by any other Frenchman. The Ger- 
mans then took it up, and while the Frenchman was the

An American Graphite Mine. 


“Up to a few years ago every American pencil manu- 
facturer had to import his graphite from India or 
Bavaria. About twelve years ago a large deposit of 
amorphous graphite was discovered in Sonora, Mex. 
This proved to be of excellent quality for pencil making 
and many other uses, and the American pencil trade now 
derives its supply mainly from this source. Some Mexi- 
can graphite is also exported to European pencil manu- 
facturers. 

“A use which has increased rapidly in importance 
within the last few years is the manufacture of graphite 
paint, especially for structural iron ‘and steel work. 
Much of the graphite used for this purpose is rather 
impure. Recent tests made in co-operation between the 
office of public roads of the Department of Agriculture 
and the Paint Manufacturers’ Association, for the pur- 
pose of determining the relative merits of various paint 
pigments as preservative coping for iron and steel, have 
yielded results of great importance.”

Makes the World Go Round. 


The process is a patented one. The product is used 
largely as a lubricant, known generally to the trade as 
plumbago, and the invention solves the problem of the 
supply of grease to make the world go round, so long at 
least as the coal supply lasts. Since 1904 this com- 
pany has made fully 50,000,000 pounds of graphite at an 
average cost of 7 cents a pound, and a multitude of 
wheels of industry have thus been made to spin more 


in every respect. Specially prepared graphite will re- 
‘so that it can be fed through automatic oil cups. When 
suspended in water this graphite will pass through the 
finest filter paper. 

The use of graphite in pencil making is its oldest ap- 
plication, but the percentage of graphite used for this 
purpose is estimated as low as only 4 per cent. of the 
total production. Still, with a world’s production an- 
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ing 4 per cent. for pencils, 200,000 tons, there would be 
some pencils. Two hundred thousand tons is 6,400,000,- 
000 ounces, and one ounce of gfaphite will make ‘lead’ 
for twenty pencils. This is eighty-five pencils for every 
man, woman and child in the world, illiterate, heathen, 
and all. 

Another use for graphite is in the manufacture of 
crucibles for making fine grades of steel, brass, and 
bronzes. The fact that graphite is nearly pure carbon, 
is relatively inert chemically, and volatizes only at high 
temperature makes it of exceptional value for this pur- 
pose. Most of the graphite used in the United States 
for crucibles is imported from the great graphite mines 
of Ceylon, the equal of the Ceylon product for this pur- 
pose not being found in any other locality. Stirring 
rods and other refactory products are made from ma- 
terial similar to that used in crucibles. Another im 
portant use is as a rust preventive for structural iron 
and steel. Graphite is also largely used in various elec- 
trical processes, for stove blacking, and a’ a protective 
coating for gunpowder. - : 


Story of Our Oldest Mine. 


The existence of this deposit of graphite was known 
early in the colony's history. About 1633 one John Old- 
ham, of interesting memory in connection with the bat- 
tle of Plymouth and the Massachusetts Bay colonies, 
made a trip overland to Canada, trading with the In- 
dians on the way. He returned with a stock of hemp 
and beaver, and also brought along some “black lead” 
he found near Sturbridge. The Indians told him there 
were great quantities of it around that region. 

Gov. Winthrope became interested, and, made a con- 
tract with a man named Keene for developing and work- 
ing the mine. Winthrope Was to advance twenty 
pounds in trading cloth and wampum in consideration 
of which Keene agreed to go to. the Black Lead Hill 
with a number of men, and there to dig the black lead 
for which he was to be paid at “the rate of forty shil- 
lings for every tunne when he had digged up twent. 
tunnes of good merchantable black lead and put it intc 
an house safe from the Indians.” 

The venture came to nothing, and for a number of 
years the mine lay idle, although schemes for its de- 
velopment were often under discussion. It was thought 
then that the presence of graphite indicated the near- 
ness of silver, but no silver being found, the early col- 
onists were much discouraged.

BUSINESS OF MARRYING OLD SOLDIERS, ALREADY HIGH- 
L. T ORGANIZED, GETS A FRESH START—TRICKS IN 
THE WIDOW TRADE—HUMORS OF -THE PENSION 
SYSTEM—SOME OF THE MORE REMARKABLE OF THE 


FRAUDS WORKED AT THE EXPENSE OF THIS BRANCH 
OF THE GOVERNMENT. 1 


ASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The new pension 

W law has markedly stimulated the widow mar- 

f ket. For, while adding considerably to the 
) number of veterans on the roll, it augments by a 
total of $30,000,000 the annual stipend of a multitude 


The government exercises remarkable liberality in 


its treatment of widows. For instance, there is one 


woman now on the pension roll who has had three 
husbanda, the first of them a soldier in the Civil War. 
Neither the second husband nor the third was a sol- 
dier. But, having lost both of these, she is enabled 
under the law to draw a regular stipend as the widow 
of her first husband. Another case is that of a halt- 
breed Indian woman in North Dakota, who killed her 


husband, and who gets a pension as his relict. He

Equally remarkable in its way is the well-known 
Roscommon case, bearing the number 282,562 on the 
roll, in which a woman married two old soldiers suc- 
cessively, being divorced from the first.

Every now and then a case 
of the kind is brought to light, but the detectives of 
the Pension Office, as a rule, do not bother to invésti- 
gate such matters. They are too busy running down 
fictitious widows—that is to say, women who falsély 
impersonate the surviving widows of veterans. 

The manufacture of such widows has been for many 
years a profitable industry. Dishonest attorneys and 
claim agents have made a business of studying the 
records of national cemeteries, finding out the names 
and services of the men there buried, and employing 
women to represent themselves as their widows. It

Whererpon, having learned all he could, the vaga- 
bond disclosed himself to Joseph as his long-lost 
brother! | 


Obtaining his dismissal from the almshouse, the 
soi-disant William Newby walked into Carmi in ragged 
clothes and without a hat. Having established his 
identity to the satisfaction of pretty nearly everybody, 
he applied for the pension due him, with special ref- 
erence to the $20,000 arrears. Undoubtedly: he would 
have got the money, and would be on the roll today, 
hut for accidental recognition of him by an ex-convict 
who had met him as a fellow-prisoner in the peniten- 
tiary at Nashville, where he was known as “Rickety 
Dan” Benton. 

Further investigation by the government authori- 
ties proved that this was correct. The man, born in 
Tennessee, had been known from boyhood as “Rickety 


Dan.” He had a wife and son, both of whom recog- 
nized him. Sixty witnesses supported these allega- 
tions. But meanwhile a great many people had come 


to believe that the man was realty William Newby. 
Much feeling was stirred up on the subject, and, 
when the case came to trial, the defense brought a 
whole trainload of witnesses. There was almost a 
riot in court, and McBride, the government officer who 


had found out the facts, was obliged to take refuge 
from the mob in the judge's room. Later on he was 
hanged in effigy. Nevertheless, “Rickety Dan” was 
convicted, and was sent to jail for a long term. 

Applications for pensions are sometimes made on 
very strange ground. One man, not long ago, asked 
for a pension because his teeth were decayed. An- 
other applied because his hair was getting thin; yet 
another because of indigestion incurred by using his 
teeth to bite cartridges; and still another because his 
eyes had failed in old age, compelling him to wear 
spectacles. One would-be pensioner complained that 


his feet had been disabled by corns attributable to] 


long marches; another based his claim upon “obes- 
sity —having got fat on account of habits acquired 
in the army.” 

An old soldier wrote: ‘I claim a pension for vertigo 
got chasing Lee“ This was disallowed, with the of- 
ficial comment: “If claimant had asked a pension 
for vertigo got from being chased by Lee, it might 
have been allowed; but it was not necessary for him 


to chase Lee so hard as to cause vertigo. When he 


began to feel dizzy, he should have sat down until 
his blood recovered its eqvilibrium.” 

Tue dry files of the Pension Bureau are full of nug- 
gets of humor. On one occasion, not so very long ago, 
the bones of a man's leg were sent to Washington to 
prove that the limb had been lost in battle. The send- 
er made special request that they be returned. There 
was an instance where a man pensioned for deafness 
was actually found operating a telephone exchange. 
But the most remarkable feature of this case was that 
the telephone exchange in question was that of the 
Pension Bureau. | 

It has been said, and with truth, that the pension 
rall is the “national roll of honor.” Those who 
fought bravely for the Union get none too much 
money from a grateful government in consideration 
of past services. But it is not to be denied that 
many frauds have been successfully operated at the 
expense of the system. False personation, manufac- 
tured evidence, and all sorts of ingenious tricks de- 
vised by; unscrupulous attorneys and claim agents 
have cheated the Pension Bureau in a multitude of 
instances. One man, detected finally by merest ac- 
cident, had put in twenty-one applications for as 
many pensions, being in every case his own principal 
and witnesses. A pension agent in the city of Provi- 
dence drew nineteen pensions for years, helped by a 
clever forger named Draper. 

George B. Howard, whose photograph is preserved 
in the large album which contains the rogues’ gallery 
of the Pension Bureau, served in the navy in the 
Civil War. He afterward personated no fewer than 
eight of his former comrades on the same ship, col- 
lectng pensions for all of them. A negro. veteran 
named Laws, in Philadelphia, drew four pensions 


himself and one for his wife, the persons represented 


being dead soldiers and a defunct widow. The som 
of $13,332 arrears was paid in one lump to the attor- 
neys of “Blind Patterson,” a drunken beggar, who 
for many years was led about the streets of Elmira, 
N. V., by a dog. It was claimed that he had been 
struck blind on picket duty, and on this account a 
pension of $72 a month was granted, but the whole. 
case was based upon perjury and false affidavits. The 
government recovered $11,000 of the money, but was 
compelled to give it back to the attorneys, owing to 
some legal technicality. 

Most remarkable in its way, however, was the case 
of a man who, fraudulently personating a soldier, got 
a pension of $36 a month for a lost arm. He bribed 
the surgeon who examined him, and wore an empty 
sleeve. Later on he got Senator Blair to procure for 
him a clerkship in the Pension Bureau, where he 
served fifteen years, up to the time of his death 
When his body lay in its coffin two arms were crossed 
over his breast the undertaker had found one arm 
tied behind him. His wife was a fat negress.

AVING magnificent!y lived down a reputation as a 
H train-robber State, and forged to the very front in 
matters of education and manufacturing, old Mis- 
souri is now putting the cap sheaf on her glory as the 
empire State of the West. She is building good roads. 
In a desultory way the people out there are compar- 
ing the merits of a certain scholarly man from New 
Jersey, a broncho buster from Oyster Bay and a heavy 
gentleman from Washington, D. C., but the real excit- 
lug subject of conversation on the street, in the village 
postoffice and at the country picnic is good roads. Some 
one has remarked that next to that of eternal punish- 
ment it is, the driest topic on earth. It is not so in Mis- 
souri. 
Special writers and promoters who know as much 
about good roads as they do concerning the vital organs 


Of a locomotive, go about the State and talk of the en- 


chanting views, the historical old towns and the moon- 
lit rivers along the borders of which the gum-shoed 
motor car will glide as upon a city boulevard. Nearly

The contractor wanted to retain his 
services, but the boy had other ideas. He had su- 
preme confidence in himself and knew exactly what 
he wanted to do. 

He went to Pittsburgh, got work in one of the mills 
and remained there long enough to get a thorough 
schooling in steel making. While he was in the mill 
he studied chemistry, studied ores and put in as many 
hours as he could spare in the libraries. He prac- 
ticed the most rigid self-denial to buy books he re- 
quired. He longed for a college education, but he 
could not see his way clear to it. He was begin- 
ning to dream of big things, but he did not let his 
dreams run away with him.

Bridge Over the Ganges. 

{Pall Mall Gazette:] The task of bridging the 
Ganges, the great river of northern Indian which issues 
from an ice cave at the foot of the Himalayan snow 
bed, has been assigned to a group of English engineers. 

This bridge, which is over a mile in length, is to 
carry the Eastern Bengal State Railway over the 
Ganges from Damukelia to Sara Ghat, the place of 
pilgrimage, to which hundreds of thousands of devout 
Hindus repair once a year to wash away their sins in 
the sacred river. 

Spanning the river, the ge will be carried on 
steel trestles, which in 42 be supported on 
massive steel grilles in granite piers. The eontract 
consists of fifteen main spans, each 359 feet long and 
fifty-two feet high, and weighing 1500 tons. 

The Ganges is essentially a river of great cities; 
Calentta, Patna, Benares, Allahabad all lie on ts 
course, and the ancient capitals of Agra and Delhi 
are on the Jumna, higher up. Great changes täke 
place from time to time in the river bed of the 
Ganges, which considerably alter the face of the coun- 
try. Extensive islands are then thrown up, and many. 
decayed and ruined cities that are then discovered 
attest the changes in the river bed in ancient times. 
The bridge will cost about £1,250,000 to build.

How Rain Bores Holes. 


“When rain falls it does not actually soak into the 
earth, but bores its way in, forming tiny tubes,” says 
an interesting article in the current Harper’s Weekly. 
“These tubes are so small that it would be impossible 
to insert a hair in one of them without bursting its 
walls. Sometimes the tubes are bored down to a 
depth of four or five feet. When the surface dries, 
the water evaporates from the tubes, just as it would 
from a pipe. If the tube is twisted it takes longer for 
the water to evaporate. If one takes a rake and stirs . 
the ground after each rain, he breaks the tops of the 
tubes, and the water will stand in them for months. 
In this way the farmers of the West, on the semi- 
arid lands, store the rainfall one year, and raise a 
crop of wheat every other year—there being sufficient

House Beautiful. 
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Injurious Grasses. 
PROXIMITY TO TREES A CAUSE OF 
SERIOUS DAMAGE. 
‘close to the trunks 


or ground cover growing close to the trunks or 
stems of trees or plants works a severe injury as a 


deterrent to vigorous growth; nevertheless, such is the 


case, as has been amply demonstrated in local gardens, 
After the writer had advocated clearing a space about 
each tree, for some years (at the University Institutes,) 
Prof. A. J. Cook (now State Commissioner of Horticul- 
ture) testified at the close of a lecture that he had tried 
it upon one or more lawn trees that had “stagnated,” 
using no other treatment, and that the response was 
startling as well as pleasing. 

The New York Agricultural Experiment Station made 
a ten-years experiment with grass about orchard trees 
that was sufficiently clear and definite in results to sat- 
isfy the most skeptical, as it covered ten acres. One- 
half was sown to grass and the other five acres given 
clean cultivation. The whole was planted to apple 
trees. The trees in the cultivated plat are annually in- 
creasing their yield while the trees in sod are annu- 
ally decreasing in fruitfulness. The fruits grown on 
the cultivated area are larger, more juicy, more crisp, 
better flavored, and firmer, keeping sound much longer 


trees in the State. This will answer the water ques- 
tion in general. But there are exceptions. In heavy 
soils, especially where drainage is poor, a long-contin- 
ued heavy irrigation will often chill the tree to the 
point of making it drop its figs. This the writer has 
experienced in his own garden, where a heavy clay 


ROF. L. H. BAILEY once asked the writer if we did 

not have a distinct style of garden—a “California 
style” as represented by our old gardens instituted be- 
fore water pipes were here; when there was no water 
under pressure, but all in open ditches. Of course 
lawn sprinklers were then impossible. These old gar- 
dens, of which we still find a few about Los Angeles 
and the southland generally, were formal in design, 
broad paths, and a pathetic lack of vegetation. Even 
in the best the variety of plant life would not even 
match the taste of most primitive man. This style 
may do for a strictly Mexican population, but will not 
‘suffice for Europeans or their descendants. The Span- 
tsh blood flowing in the veins of the early Mexican 
population of California demanded all that the land 
and market afforded, but this was pitifully insufficient. 


It is of no use to inveigh against blue-grass lawns and 
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than those from grass plat trees. No experiment or set 
of experiments could be more conclusive regarding the 
‘certainty of damage from grass grown close about tree 
trunks. 

But the injury from blue grass, both to gardens and 
feelings, is as nothing compared to that from the much 
maligned and ostracized Bermuda grass, the seeds of 
which come to us from many sources, including our 
supply of domestic water. Most of it comes in lawns 
from top dressings of unseasoned dairy manures. The 
Vermont Agricultural Experiment Station once con- 
ducted a series of experiments to determine its seed 
vitality. Five per cent. germinated after passing 
through a cow. Some were placed half-way down in a 
100-ton silo when it was being filled, and left for three 
months. When planted many of them germinated. 
Some seeds, with a vafiety of weed seeds, were placed 
in piles of hot stable manure and left for sixty days. 
When planted none responded, so that heating and sea- 
soning of manures should be practiced.

Eggs by the Pound. 
THE SYSTEM COMING INTO VOGUE IN 


ENGLAND. 


PORADICALLY we hear of the advantage of sell- 
S ing eggs by the pound instdad of by the dozen, but 

somehow or other neither the trade nor the con- 
suming public has ever taken kindly to the innovation. 
In Europe, however, there is a growing tendency to 
adopt the weight system. Its justice is at once appar- 
ent on a moment's reflection. The breed that lays large 
eggs comes in for all it is entitled to, while at the 
same time the prolific layer of small eggs fares equally 
well. E. T. Brown, a poultry authority in England, 
says that on the continent of Europe, generally, the 
system of selling eggs by weight rather than by num- 
ber is quickly coming into vogue. It is a system 


which possesses many advantages, and its more com- 


mon adoption would be beneficial to producers and con- 
sumers alike. Under existing conditions there 1s little 
or no advantage in producing very large eggs; in fact, 


it is sometimes a mistake to do so, as it stands to rea- 


son a hen cannot produce as many large eggs as me- 
dium sized ones, in proportion to the amount of food 
consumed. Provided the eggs are of average size, then 
there is no inducement to aim at increasing it, as no 
more money is procurable.. The system of grading, 
which is universally adopted on the continent, over- 
comes the difficulty to a limited extent, as in this case 


the eggs are graded into three sizes, and sold at differ- 


ent prices. All the eggs of a certain size and weight 
are classed as firsts, and command the highest price; 
the medium sized ones are called seconds, and realize 
a lower figure: while all the ones less than seconds are 
classed as thirds and- fetch a comparatively low figure. 


While this svstem is certainly preferably to sending all 
sorts and conditions, all shapes, sizes, and weights 
mixed up together in the same box, yet the ideal 
method is selling by wegeht, at sO many cents per pound 
There would then be every inducement to encourage 
large eggs, and breeders would pay more strict atten- 


tion to this very important point. If eggs were sold 
by weight, and not by number, some breeds which are 
now regarded as useless. would command attention. The 
Black Hamburg, for instance, lays an enormous number 
of eggs, but they are too small for marketing purposes. 
No other breed equals the Black Hamburg in respect to 


the quantity of eggs produced, it being no uncommon 


thing for a hen to lay upwards of 200 per annum. There 
is authentic proof of an individual hen that laid 256 
eggs in ten and a half months, a record of which any 
breed might be justifiably proud. For actual weight of 
eggs produced per annum the Black Hamburg outclasses 
all other varieties, but at the present time, while eggs 
are sold per dozen, or so many for 25 cents, it is a breed 
that cannot be recommended. The system of selling 
eggs by weight is one that is worthy of the careful 
consideration of practical poultry keepers, as it is a 
fairer and more business-like method. 


Luck With Poultry. 2 


There is no such thing as luck with poultry as there 
is in mining or the stock market. If one expects to 
trust to luck in any undertaking he had vetter not be- 
gin, because he is sure to fail. A business is just what 
we make it, and luck has no part in our success. If 
rats eat our chickens it is not bad luck, it is careless- 
ness. If we don’t intend to provide fortifications for 
the fowls and carefully look after them we should not 
undertake to keep them. There is no money in half- 
kept poultry. If those who see an enemy to poultry 
lurking in every shadow would get busy and do a little 
work around the yards and houses hard luck would 
soon disappear and the chicken business would pay for 
all the trouble. 


Conserve the Waste. 


As is well-known to the thrifty housewife, a small 
flock of birds, sufficient to supply the needs of an 
average household, can almost be maintained on the 
waste products of the kitchen. Bits of stale bread, 
table leavings, potato parings, vegetable refuse, etc., 
can all be economically utilized by a little care and at- 
tention. Cook up daily in an iron pot, and then add 
enough ground feed or bran to make a mash, and 
presto, change, you have a good morning meal for a 
small flock of fowl. And what is more, the birds will 
relish it, and you have converted a waste product into 
one of economic value to the household. 


The Molt. 


The molting season is not over, and the cool weather 
will not help bare hens any. If one will pin guuny 
sacking to the wire runs on one side along the ground 
he will make a shelter from drafts that is warm. The 
poultry on both sides will gather close to it. If a fowl 
stands in a shady place to get out of a draft it is likely 
to take cold. It will choose a sunny place, if not drafty, 
and such a place the sacking can easily make. 

‘Hens are very delicate during a rapid molt, and it 


pays to be careful of them. A warm mash in the morn- 
ing is a splendid starter for a family flock. It is not 
easily made well, but pays when well made. All scraps 
from the kitchen cooking can be saved; all vegetable 
parings, washed clean, bits of table leavings cut to 
eatable size, with bones removed that are larger than 
a bone cutter would serve, with all fish bones removed, 
boiled in clean water supplemented with fresh bits of 
waste coffee, tea, milk and meat juices, make a rich 
mess, which should be thickened with best bran to a 
crumbly state. It should be fed hot and only as much 
as the poultry will eat up clean in fifteen minutes. It 
is a dreadful thing to serve a sour mash, or one made 
of sour food. A sweet mash, not eaten in two hours 
will become sour on the feeding board, and the care 
taker should remove any mash not eaten within fifteen 
minutes. | 

The green feed at noon should consist of a variety 
of greens cut up to eatable size. Lettuce leaves need 
no cutting, but should be washed. Cabbage should be 
cut fine. During the molt hens are languid and will 
try to swallow anything green at noon, if no small 
bits are on exhibit. Avoid feeding tomatoes one would 
not eat himself, or any bits of decayed potato, and 
never serve melon rinds that are not fresh and clean. 
Do not leave old melon rinds in the run or hens will 
peck them. It is an awful mistake to dump the cook’s 
waste in the poultry run any time of the year. 

While hens are so thinly clothed and our nights are 
cool the night feed should have some cracked corn in 
it. Corn is a heat maker as it digests, and keeps a 
night furnace going longer than wheat. To keep bare 
hens warm at night is not as easily done in any other 
way. 

Greens. 

The best greens to grow in the back yard for poultry 
are Scotch kale, Swiss chard, lettuce and carrots. 
Scotch kale will grow year after year, if only the leaves 
are cut off, and the heads of old plants cut off to make 
slips for plantings. Or they will grow even seven 
years without becoming too woody for hens. Old Kale 
is not as tender green, nor not as nice for the table as 
the newly-seeded. The slipped kale plants are not 
quite as tender green, but furnish a splendid winter 
green for poultry. Swiss chard is liked by poultry best 
of all greens. Bits of sage and wormwood from the 
kitchen gardens are fine to serve in the cut greens, 
especially during molt. Wormwood is a great food 
for the liver, and certain breeds, of poultry are suscep- 
tible to liver trouble, especially with the males. 


Fall Hatching. 


If one has the luxury of a good setting hen, it is wise 
to set her, in the hope of getting fall chickens. With 
spring hens one has a promise of eggs the year around. 
The fall chicks are not quite as large, and probably 
fall hens lay little smaller eggs, but when the eggs 
come in the winter they are as profitable. One has to 
make special provision for fall chicks, if rains come 
early. They must be kept dry and warm with the 
mother, and yet have plenty of sunlight and fresh air. 

Eggs of fall-laying hens are not as strong as of 
spring-laying, unless the molt has been a long slow 
one, and the hen vigorous through it. Good care dur- 
ing molt upon a vigorous hen helps a hen lay right 
along through the molt and want to sit in a nest of 
molted feathers. Only smart hens want to sit in the 


fall, and consequently smart chic 
deavor. — 

Eggs are not as generally fertile in the fall. The 
sire often minds the molt more than the vigorous hen. 
If the sire seems languid, it is well to take him away 
from the hens, and let him have as much freeedom to 
forage as possible during each day. It spoils a penned 
hen to let her forage. She will return to the wild in- 
stincts at once, and have no inclination to lay or sit 
until spring—the breeding-time of wild fowls. 


Improve the Weak. 


At feeding time a caretaker can easily tell the pres- 
ent strong from the weak chicks. Sometimes a big, 
good-looking fowl is bashful or benevolent, and will 
not assert his rights at the feeding board. Such birds 
often go hungry while others gorge, and they should 
be taken from the colony along with any weaklings, 
where they may be fed by themselves. Special treat- 
ment will often bring them up to splendid results. 

The weak ones also need separation from the strong 
or assertive at bedtime. Being driven from a perch 
by an ambitious rival several times will cause them 
to squat on the floor in a corner, and several will squat 
together in a corner, if not on one another. Those 
that eat happily together will generally perch hap- 
pily together, and most exquisite fowls have been 
known to come from the weak on bashful colony. 

A Time to Buy. 


Now is a good time to buy fine fowls at a reasonable 
price. The big growers are getting ready for winter 
quarters, and find themselves overstoeked. It is a fine 
ttme to buy a young sire, and grow him to spring 
breeding-time. It costs to winter fowls, even in our 


matchless climate, but it is a paying cost to one Who 
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Vith the shell. 


Australian Pearl Fisheries. 
DIVER’S REWARD—DANGERS FROM 
DEEP WATER AND HURRICANES. 


[New York Sun:] Broome, on the northwest coast of 
Western Australia, bids fair to become a veritable El- 
dorado for those engaged in the pearl and shell trade, 
for pearls valued at many thousands of pounds have 
been recently found there. Unlike the Ceylon and Per- 
sian Gulf pearl fishers, who dive naked, the Broome 
diver has the benefit of the most up-to-date inventions: 
he wears a complete diving dress, and, relying on a 
constant supply of air, remains under water for hours 


at a time. 


The fleet of pearling luggers, of which there are now 
325, sail at high tide from their headquarters in Broome 
harbor to the shell beds, some distance off, where they 
remain for many weeks without returning to land. A 
schooner is stationed on the ground to act as a general 
store, while other schooners ply between the boats and 
the shore, bringing supplies and nails, and returning 
Quite tiny craft are these pearling lug- 
gers, twelve tons only, for larger boats- would hinder 
the diver in his movements. 

Seven colored men are allowed to each lugger, five of 
these forming the crew, the other two being the diver 
and his tender, who for the time being is the most 
important man on board, for every one must obey his 
orders instantly. The lugger owners are white men, but 
the divers are invariably Asiatics. A movement is*now 
on foot to employ Englishmen as divers at special rates, 
British navy men having already been engaged for this 
purpose; but it is considered by experts to be im- 
practicable, as colored races stand the deep water bet- 
ter than Europeans. Malays and Japanese form the ma- 
jority of the divers; although the latter are noted for 


their industry and skill, the former are better able to : 


stand the pressure of deep water. 

At daybreak the diver commences work. Donning 
his dress, screwing his helmet securely, and grasping 
his life line, with which he signals to his tender, he de- 
scends a short ladder and sinks to the ocean bed, where 
with a few ascents for rest and refreshment, he re- 
mains till sundown. On board two men work con- 
tinually pumping down air, and the tender, his hand on 
the life line, and alert for the slightest signal, directs 
the lugger’s course as it drifts in the wake of the man 
below. In shallow water the diver's risk is small; he is 
secure from sharks, and if careful avoids the deep 
holes, which mean danger; but deep water is another 
matter. 

Shallow water is counted up to fifteen or six- 
teen fathoms, and deep water to twenty-two fath- 
oms, or even twenty-four, but in the latter the 
danger becomes extreme, and many a rash diver 
bas found his death within his diving dress. 
The high pressure can only be borne for a few 
minutes at atime, says M. L. Pechellin the Field, 
and many a man owing to a trifling delay has been 
brought to the surface, living indeed, yet destined to 
be a wreck for the rest of his life. Sometimes blindness 
arises from this cause, more often paralysis, and it is 
a sad sight to see in Broome Hospital these poor crip 
ples with their occupation gone. About twenty divers 
lose their lives annually, but many more are perma- 
nently injured. 

Skillful divers are much sought after by the boat own- 

ers; during the season, which lasts for nine months, an 
expert man will raise five tons of shell, sometimes six. 
His services are retained during the lying-up season at 
Christmas, sums varying from £150 to £200 being ad- 
‘vanced to a skfliful man. While at work the diver re- 
ceives £2 per week and £25 per ton of the shell raised. 
Shell is opened on board the schooner, and the opener 
is a man of importance, for, in spite of careful super- 
vision, it is easy to steal the pearls. He gets from £5 
to £10 per month in addition to 10 per cent. of the 
value of the pearls found. The greater part of the profit 
arises from the shell, which at present fetches £226 
per ton but has occasionally: mounted to £400. The 
cost of raising is 8100 per ton, which will, of course be 
greatly increased if White labor is employed. 
Dealers in pearls must have an annual license; but 
in spite of this a good déal of illicit traffic goes on. The 
opener frequently steals pearls and always finds agents 
to pay him for the “snide,” as stolen pearls ape called; 
men travel continually on coasting steamers” between 
Singapore and Broome for this purpose. 

Hurricanes, which often sweep these tropical seas, 
are the greatest danger to the luggers. Sometimes 


| they occur without the smallest warning, causing dev- 


astation and suffering. The worst of these are known 
as “cockeyed bobs,” and usually take place in the lying- 
up season; but even in harbor and on land they deal 


What Fame Brings to a Diva. 

[Robert Grau, in Lippincott’s:] When Mme. Luisa 
Tetrazzini was singing in San Francisco seven years ago, 
her fame had not spread to the East, and at least two 
important interests failed to embrace the opportunity 
offered to them by the diva at that time. 

Tetrazzini was singing at the Tivoli Theater. Her 
weekly salary at the outset was $350, and as her fame 
grew, the management increased her honorarium until 
she was paid $300 a night. The late Herr Conried was 
then in charge of the Metropolitan Operahouse in New 
York. In response to a telegram asking her terms for 
a five-year contract, the diva replied that she would sing 
for $500 a night. These terms the impresario declined. 
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This was fortunate for the new diva, who sailed for 
Europe and sam at Covent Garden in London, where 
she was paid $1000 a night, and also created the 
greatest furore ever achieved in an English operahouse. 
Her success was so pronounced that even Melba was 
relegated to second place. It happened that Oscar 
Hammerstein was in need of a star for his new opera- 
houses in New York and Philadelphia. The intrepid 
Oscar signed Tetrazzini for three years at a nightly 
honorarium of $1500. The directors of the Metropolitan 
made a similar offer, but Oscar was given the prefer- 
ence. 

Tetrazzini’s star has been in the ascendant ever 
since and recently she had the great satisfaction of 
putting her signature to a contract with the Metropoli- 
tan directors by which she is to receive the coming 
season $3000 a night—just 600 per cent. more than she 
was available for when she sought to sing at this insti- 
tution five years ago. : | 

But if the operatic impresarios have cause to regret 
their lost. opportunity, what may be said of a leading 
phonograph company, which at the same period in her 
career refused to pay the diva $1000 for the exclusive 
right to the vocal records for her entire repertoire. 
This same phonograph company has since contracted 
with Tetrazzini for exactly the same privilege; but the 
terms were wholly different. Instead of $1000 paid 
outright, the diva received a bonus of $35,000, while her 
royalties in addition amount to about $40,000 annually. 
Such is fame.

IJizo of Japan. 

{Christian Herald:] Among the Buddhists in Japan 
it is believed that the souls of children go after death 
to. Sui-no-ka-wara (the stony river-bed) and there they 
remain until they reach maturity under the care of Jizo- 
bosatsu, who is represented as a priest with a long 
cane in one hand and a ball in the other. 

He is said to stand in the center of the kawara, where 
he preaches to the children as they pile up stones, one 
for the salvation of their father, one for the mother, the 
third for brothers, the fourth for sisters and the fifth 
for their own salvation. : 

‘When night comes on and the wind blows hard a 
gigantic evil spirit appears and with a huge iron rod 
knocks down the heaps of stones which the children 
have made, and they are so frightened that they run 
to Jizo and hide themselves in the big sleeves of his 
kimono, which have a miraculous way of increasing in 
size according to the number of children who seek 
refuge. Then the evil spirit disappears and the chil- 
dren begin again the work of heaping up stones. 
Passing through cemeteries in Japan one sees tombs 
that have the image of Jizo carved upon them, as the 
parents take that way of gaining the special favor of 
Jizo for their children, and one will see little piles of 
stonés built up by the parents and brothers and sisters 
of the children with the hope of helping in the tedious 
work of the little ones in the kawara. 


An Oak Mine. 

[Harper's Weekly:] Mines of wood are found in the 
south of Russia, where they were discovered very 
recently when the bed of a river was dragged. Not 
very deep in the earth, but covering an extent of 200 
square kilometers a forest of daks wa found where 
it had been buried by some unknown cataclysm cen- 
turies ago.

-Corn-Growing. 
ITS POSSIBILITIES FOR FUTURE Ex- 
PANSION IN CALIFORNIA.

HE extensive production of cereal crops is largely 
T a thing of the past in California. Year by year 

the acreage which was given over to the cuitiva- 
tion of grain decreased because of the adaptability 
of the land to it-growing, and the great wheat and 
corn fields have been split up into small orchards. A 
notable increase has taker place only m the acreage 
cultivated to oats. The wheat output, which at one 
time amounted to more than 45,000,000 has decreased 
to less than 9,000,000 bushels. The acreage cultivated 
to barley has generally shown an increase, but the area 
of the land cultivated to this product was very little 
larger last year than it was six years ago. Corn, the 
greatest cereal product of the United States, is now 
cultivated on only a little over 50,000 acres of land in 


California. At one time it was cultivated over three 


times that area. This has been the other part of the 
story of the State’s rise into supremacy as a horticul- 
tural section. 

Although corn is the largest field crop in the United 
States, with a total value greater than that of any 
of the others, it is the least of the four great cereal 
crops in California. Probably 115,000,000 acres are 
planted to the product in the United States; in Calt- 
‘fornia as stated in the foregoing, 50,000 acres are 
planted. The corn output of the United States is in 
excess of 3,000,000,000 bushels and is worth more than 
$1,500,000,000 at the farm: in California it is less than 
1,900,000 bushels and is worth not quite $1,500,000, Yet 
despite the fact that California takes thirty-sixth place 
as a corn-producting State, there are some phases of 
the cultivation of the cereal in this State which give 
her a position among the greatest corn-growing sections 
in the country. California ranks eleventh in the pro 
duction per acre of corn, and third in the farm value 
per acre. The average output of the cereal per acre in 
Callfornia is 34.91, which is 9.3 bushels more than the 
average of the totntry. The farm value is more than 
double that of the average. Under these conditions ft 
would seem reasonable that California should produce 
corn on a larger scale than she does. 

The Agricultural Experimental Station of the Univer- 
sity of California started out in 1909 to investigate this 


very thing, and the results of the researches were set 


down in a bulletin by M. E. Sherwin, who was detalled 


“for the work. In the main it was found that there were 


three strong reasons against corn-growing on a larg? 
scale—namely the cost of labor, the insufficiency of 
the returns as compared with those from other crops 
which could be grown on the same land, and the in- 
adequate supply of water. The high cost of labor was 
found to be the most important of these. 

Cheap labor is absolutely necessary because of the 
difficulties which attend the corn-growing in California. 
The bulletin of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
states that this is responsible in a degree for the 


Chinese having been given a monopoly of the labor in 
an earlier day and for having divorced the white labor 
from it. “The excessive growth of suckers in the 


State,” the bulletin ¢tates, “seeming to call for the dis- 
agreeable labor of pulling or cutting, commonly called 
‘suckering’ is one of these conditions. This is work to 
which the Oriental’s back is better suited. Add the 
labor of suckering to the other labor of corn culture as 
it exists in the Middle West and this in the burning 
heat of the summer sun in the great valley with the lack 
of breeze which necessarily exists in the cornfield, and 
you have a condition which would nearly overcome even 
the ‘neighbor boy’ labor of the Middle West, but which 
the Chinese can endure fairly well. 

“Furthermore after the corn is grown the conditions 
of harvesting are not so attractive in California as in 
the Middle West. A thicker and harsher husk in this 
State makes it hard to get white labor to harvest the 
corn because of injury to the hands in husking. At all 
events the labor of corn-growing fell to the Chinese, 
and the Chinese have largely disappeared till only a 
few of the older ones remain, and they are too old to do 
the amount of work they could formerly do. The Mexi- 
can peons are now probably doing more of the labor of 
corn-growing than the Chinese, but even the available 
peons are limited and their contracts to do the husking 
are so readily broken by them that they can but be 
rated as an exceedingly unreliable class. To sum up the 
labor question, then, we may say that white labor is 
rarely obtainable and is very uncertain; that the Chi- 
nese though fairly reliable are old and too few in num- 
ber; and that the Mexican peons are unreliable. 
Neither is there enough work in the corn field to in- 
duce bands of Japanese laborers to come in and do the 
work. Thus we find the labor question in corn-grow-: 
ing a peculiar one, but no less a serious one.” | 
Many sections of the State which at one time were 
extensively cultivated to corn have been turned to other 
far more profitable lines of farming. Especially is this 


true in Southern California, where climate and soil and 
location all combine to make fruit and. vegetable-rais- 
ing the supreme industries. The lands in this section 
of the State at one time were extensively planted to 
corn, but the area is becoming more and more limited. 
Imperial Valley, however, is giving considerable atten- 
tion to the cereal, and has been highly successful in 
producing two crops a year. 

Despite these facts,a number of reasons for growing 


corn on a larger scale were found by the Experi- 


ment Station and the most salient of these is the value 


of the cereal in rotation with other crops. Another 


reason is that some parts of the State are better 
adapted to corn than to other grain crops. The vaiue of 
the cereal for feeding purposes should also cause its 
exploitation. The value of the corn crop in rotation is 
the most important of these, however, and is discussed 
at length in the bulletin. There are strong reasons 
why corn should be more extensivély planted because of 
its value in this respect. “For use in a rotation with 
small grains on moderately moist lands corn has par- 
ticular adaptations,” the bulletin states. “It is a crep 
the production of which does not interfere seriously 


with the production of small grains when the labor is 


kept on the farm throughout the year. In fact it helps 
to distribute the work more evenly throughout the sea- 
son than a single crop will do. It is planted after the 
seeding of small grains is completed, and is harvested 
just before autumn rains. It leaves the ground in a 
better physical or chemical condition for small grain 
crop than any of the sorghums like Kaffir corn, 
Egyptian corn, etc. A part of the benefit to soll doubt- 
less comes from the deeper plowing which is usually 
given the corn and part from the summer cultivation.” 

Also: “The use of corn in some sort of rotation with 
small grains to keep the weeds out is an important one. 
With few exceptions the weeds that bother in the barley 
field will be eradicated by rotation with corn. On the 
other hand, the weeds such as the morning glory and 
Johnson grass that are worst in the corn field, are not 
bad in the barley field. Furthermore the change from 
one crop to another with its different methods of cul- 
ture helps in keeping down the worst weed pests of 
both crops.” 

Taken all in all there is reason to believe that there 
will be proportionately a greater development in the 
cornraising industry during future years than in the 
production of any of the other cereals. Corn has never 
been what could be called an important cereal crap in 
this State as the returns it brings are much less than 
those from wheat, oats and barley. Because of its 
value in scientific farming, however, as demonstrated by 
its importance in the rotation of crops, there are good 
prospects for its future. 

Nearly every county in the State grows corn to some 
extent. Los Angeles county despite the decrease in the 
acreage is still producing a larger portion of the crop

Building permits during August 1571; in- 
crease over last year 261. Building permits eight 
months 10,646; increase over last year 2766. Postoffice 
receipts of Los Angeles for August $150,761.93: increase 
over last year $27,510.11. Postoffice receipts for twelve 
months ended August 31, $1,821,534.61; increase over 
last year $233,674.22. 

It is greatly to be desired that some agreement should 

be reached between the City Council and the officials of 
the ‘Pacific Electric Railroad as to the use of some 
street east of Main to relieve the congestion of the thor- 
oughfare named. At this writing there seems some 
room to hope that a franchise may be offered on Los 
Angeles street, and if this is done the railroad company 
will spend $200,000 on the work. 
A notable real estate transaction of the past few days 
is the sale of what is Known as the “flatiron lot.” run- 
ning through from Spring to Main at Eighth street.

In a year a little 
over $1,000,000 went into building operations there, and 
in this is included over 200 new homes costing from 
$1000 to $10,000 each. | 

The Medical Association of Los Angeles County se- 
cured a lot recently at the corner of Olive and Sixth 
streets fronting the park with frontages of 132 feet and 
150 feet.

Indians’ Poisoned Arrows. 

{Chicago Tribune:] The arrow poison used by the 
Indians of Colombia has been found to be the secretion 
of the skin of a small frog. The arrows are eight-inch 
palm spines, which are shot from a blow gun about 
fourteen feet long and the hunter carries the frog 
along in a hollow bamboo in order that he may have 
the poison in a fresh condition. 2 

A simple prick of the skin yields the poison drop 
when neeted. When one of the arrows enters the 
body of even a large animal—such as a jaguar, monkey 
or deer—paralysis quickly, follows and the victim 18 
then easily killed. The ise of the poison, it is said, 
does not affect the flesh of the animals killed, which 
is quite harmless when eaten. :

On these cards were printed, be- 
sides her own name and address, the names of doctors 
and regular patrons whom she had served, together 
with a list of a few of the diet articles which she 
makes, with their prices. N 

Having made so close a study of babies and the 
food best suited for their needs, she was eminently 
qualified to prepare these foods. Almost all of her 
orders were special, as it seldom happens that two 
babies will require exactly the same feeding or treat- 
ment. Each baby’s food she prepares according to 
the formula given her by the little one’s physician. 
She does all of the work herself, which enables her to 
guarantee that the formulas are followed exactly. 

Deliveries are made to regular patients at certain 
specified hours, her floating trade being a little more 
difficult to provide, and necessitating the employment 
of messengers. A great deal of this consists of people 
traveling with babies, who cannot get that which is 
needed in the hotel, when the young lady is recom- 
mended, and a telephone call brings “the required 
article. In such cases, however, the young nurse does 
not like to fill the orders withovt seeing the child, 
or receiving a written formula. She feels that anyune 
making food for children, especially young babies, 
should be most particular. Her patrons have dis- 
covered her practice in this matter, hence her many 
orders. 

There is certainly a standing need for these diet 
kitchens in all communities, which is proven by the 
large number of out-of-town orders received by the 
lady. But she will not supply these orders as a rule, 
unless the child has been using the foods before going 
away under her personal supervision, when, if the 
child is within reach, the food is shipped. During 
the summer she has a long list of out-of-town babies. 

The enterprising nurse spent much time, when 
starting her business, in securing milk of which she 
felt she could be sure. She made many investigations 
before getting at just the supply which she wanted, 
at last selecting a small dairy run by an unmarried 
woman. And although the nurse has perfect faith in 
the woman’s word and judgment, she makes it a point 
to inspect the cows and the dairy once a month. 

She has no trouble in collecting her bills, and is able 
to clear $70 a month above all expenses. She urges

lage authorities.” Directions were given for the care 
of the child, carefully worked out by experts, and a 
clause inserted making it compulsory that the authori- 
ties be notified in event of illness of the baby, whether 
contagious or not. The mothers were given directions 
as to how to apply for free medical aid and nursing, 
and in the use of the sterilizing apparatus and bottles 
furnished by the village, and of the baby-weighing ma- 
chine every two weeks. The final proclamation was that 
“Every nurse, bringing up her own child, or a child 
intrusted to her, whether at the breast or by the bot- 
tle, who shall produce the child in a good state of 
health, at the age of one year, shall have a grant of 
two and one-half francs a month, dating from the time 
when she first began to nurse the child.“ During the 
ten years that the regulations were in fotce, we read, 
not a single baby died in the town of Villiers-le-Duc, and 
not a woman died in childbirth. 

Other communities have tried the same experiment, 
if with not as complete success as good Dr. Morel's 
town, at least with a large reduction of the baby mor- 
tality. 

Tremendous progress is being made in all of the 
great cities, notably New York, by philanthropic and

abandoning breast nursin 
being done away with, Gr at least | immeasurably re- 
duced. 

It is the mothers among the very rich or the very 
poor who are most likely to withdraw. their immediate 
personal care from their babies. And it does not seem 
to make much difference how much or how little money 
there may be to provide the. little one with some sub- 
stitute, there is none that will take the place of the 
mother’s breast, the mother’s arms, the mother's great 
brooding love, which should hover over her child during 
all of its years of infancy, in the most direct and per- 
sonal sense. The mother cannot abandon the care of 
her baby to another, no matter how capable or loving 
that other may be, with any degree of certainty and 
safety. She could learn from the animal mother, the 
one business of whose life, during maternity, is to 
hover her young.

Ventilation. 


One of the sanitary officers of the Board of Health | 
in a certain city very wisely remarked that “the aver- 
age house is a reservoir of poison.” This is especially 
true in the colder climes and will even strike many 
places here in our own fair city where, in reality, there 
is no need of ever closing all the doors and windows of 
a room or house from January 1 to December 31. But 
in many places, from the fall closing to the spring open- 
ing of windows and doors, the chances of health are 60 
per cent. lower than during the free and easy life of 
dummer. 

It may seem a little early to talk of the approach of 
winter and the necessary preparation for wintry 
weather, but it is in time of peace we prepare for war.“ 
Therefore a few words that are spoken in ample time 
may be the means of necessary precaution being taken, 
the heeding of which may save sickness and suffering. 

It is of vital importance that an upper opening be 
kept in every living room, kitchen and sleeping room 
for the escape of foul air emanating from life, labor and 
decay. Rooms that are not provided with an upper reg- 
ister or a window-ventilator can be perfectly ventilated 
by lowering the window, if no more than an inch. This 
almost imperceptible opening is a regular life insur- 
ance, Cold from this source can be caught only by the 
mind. If this precaution were heeded all winter long, 
day and night, there would be a great reduction in lung 
and throat disease. In consumptive cases this rule 
should be rigidly enforced. 


An Inexpensive Ventilation Device. 


The foregoing suggestions are for those who are 
averse to having windows and doors open enough to. 
change the air every hour, or a constant change by 
such means. 

Nearly forty years ago the writer observed in the 
public schools of Boston a simple, inexpensive, but per- 
fect mode of ventilation, which for its practicability 
and simplicity can hardly be improved upon. We have 
since tested it for bedroom ventilation—the test being 
made during a severe winter “back yonder,” 

This ventilator consists of a board as long as the 
lower sash is wide, the width of the board—from top to 
bottom—being but four inches. Raise the lower win- 
dow and have this board fitted perfectly—just as 
though it were a continuation of the lower sash—in 
which case no air could enter at the base of the win- 
dow. The advantage of this method over that of the 
lowering of the window is threefold: first, a better ex- 
change current is produced, the outgoing impure air, 
the incoming pure air, day and night; second, you can- 
not catch cold, even in your mind; third, the finest 
snow or sleet cannot enter. 

By all means, at least by some means have ventila- 
tion, such ventilation where you continuously exchange 
impure air for pure air. 


The Care of the Feet. 


Although the feet and the head are far apart, they 
have much to do with each other, and the care of the 
feet has much to do with both the mental and — | 
condition of one’s system, hence should receive special 
attention in the consideration of the care of the body. 

The feet should be kept dry. If they perspire freely 
the hose should be changed once or even twice a day, 
especially if one is subject to or catches cold easily. 
Nervous, excitable persons are very prone to clammy, 
cold, damp feet. : 

We speak of the feet perspiring, but it is not really 
a perspiration, nor is it increased by warmth, but rather 
by cold. It is, instead, the result of a wakeful, nervous 
condition, and the excretion is oftener the product of 
the worn-out brain and nerves. It is always worse 
when the mind is most excited. Public speakers, singers 
and actors suffer much from it, and it predisposes them 
to catch cold. It troubles least when one is idle or 
quiet. A few minutes sleep will at any time dry the 
soles of the feet made clammy by excitement. This 
ought to show that the feet do not perspire from heat. 

Clammy feet are a common cause of sore thrvat, en- 
larged tonsils, swollen glands, catarrh and all that class 
of troubles. | 

Business men often catch cold without being able to 
account for it. They go home after a day of mental ex- 
citement, the soles of their feet clammy and damp, and 
they think they are taking the proper precaution by 
simply changing their boots or shoes for slippers; but 
they make a mistake, serious and sometimes fatal, by 
still wearing the damp hose. Such a change should al- 
ways be accompanied by dry hose. So much irouble? 
Yes, that’s true, but it saves a doctor’s bill and more 
trouble. 


“Meat Diet Is the Cause.“

But chicken is not meat; certainly not, it is a bird, a 
sacred bird—so many of them having entered the 
ministry.

I would like to feel while I am away that 
your health is not being ruined by this dangerous nico- 
tine habit.

There are other fath- 
ers, other moralizers, perhaps, who may see the sig- 
nificance of the incident in its broadest sense. | 

Let us hope that this compact was never broken and 
that it may be an incentive to others to do likewise.

It is more effectual when followed 
by a warm drink during or at the close of breakfast. 

4 As a gargle for sore throat it is as effective as 
chiorate of potash, besides it is entirely safe and may 
be used as often as desired and, should a little be swal- 
lowed each time it will have a beneficial effect upon the 
throat by cleansing it and by allaying the inflammation 
and consequent irritation.

OT only book-keepers, but all those who sit at a 
desk to write are, more or less, troubled with indi- 
gestion. The reason for this is that the writing atti- 
tude usually adopted is most unphysiological. 

With the left arm resting on the desk and the body 
bent sidewise, the spine is much twisted and the ribs 
of the left side are lowered until they touch or almost 
touch the hip bone; consequently, the stomach and in- 
testines are compressed and moved out of place; the 
heart, spleen and other organs are pressed upon and, to 
add to the difficulty, the neck is also twisted, squeezing 
the blood vessels and causing congestion of the brain. 
Obviously, various functions are interfered with and 
dyspepsia is but one of the results. Push the chair 
back sufficiently to sit on or near the front. and thus 
obviate the necessity of crooking the spine.

0, I DO not mean the kind of red nose caused by 

tippling—wherein coming events cast their shadows 
before—but the kind that is caused by indigestion or 
poor circulation. If the former—indigestion—the only 
cure is to get the stomach in good condition by paying 
strict attention to the diet; if the latter—poor circula- 
tion—in addition to physical exercises and proper bath- 
ing, local application consisting of gently massaging the 
nose and flesh around it is suggested, but the treat- 
ment must be very light, otherwise the vigorous rub- 
bing will break the tiny blood vessels and the skin 
remain permanently red. Also, see to it that the cloth- 
ing is not too tight so as to interfere with circulation.

“In the same way, in case of jaundice, one-third of a 
teaspoonful of powdered alum and two-thirds of a tea- 
spoonful of white sugar repeated every two hours will 
cause the bile to flow freely—more so than from any 
other remedy I ever gave. It will fade out the jaundice, 
in two or three days by opening up the catarrhal ductus, 
choleductus, draining out the bile quicker than chio- _ 
nanthus or calomel, or all combined. Therefore, I say | 
it is not unreasonable or irrational to presume that it 
was the patient’s own bile which was caused by the 
doses of alum to flow out of the bile tubes and thus 
antidote the poison of the snake bite.” 

The snake charmers in India take a little bile of the 
cobra after they are bitten. It is said that the bile of 
a harmless snake would do just as well; also the bile 
of an ox. In any case it is bile that does the work, ard 
the alum seems to have the power to produce it. Some 
men have enough bile, or gall, without taking anything.

* USTRALIANS and New Zealanders are the greatest 
meat eaters in the world according to statistics just 

announced by the United States Department of Agricul- N 
ture.

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Marvelous Surgery. 
Operations Almost Beyond Belief Are Now 
Performed. 

[New York Sun:] Two instances among the many 
se2mingly miraculous performances of modern surgeons 
have recently seemed noteworthy enough to justify 
their finding a place in the telegraphic news of the day 
and being published far and wide in the newspapers. 

One was the case of a patient in the Pennsylvania 
Hospital in Philadelphia who had suffered a serious 
laceration of the heart. The treatment, to be of any 
value whatever, had to be almost instantaneous, and 
fortunately for him his case was taken in hand without 
delay. He was put under the influence of an anesthetic 
and three of his ribs were sawed through to make a 
suffic.ent aperture for the operation proper, and nine 


yg. gee mae sutures were put in the heart itself, which, 


it is expected, will heal “by first intention,” giving the 
patient a new lease of lite. 

The second case, which in former times would prob- 
ably have been classed among impossible performances, 
was that of a young girl in Pittsburgh who had suf- 
fered a fracture of one of the bones of the leg in an 
automobile accident. The bone was set and a recovery 
was expected as a matter of course, but for some rea- 


son nature failed to go on with the usual knitting 


process, and it seemed probable that the girl would re- 
main permanently crippled. 

The surgeon in charge, however, was a man of re- 
source, and he devised a band of metal which was to 
be clamped about the two broken ends of the bone and 
left in, position. This band or clamp he constructed of 
vanadium steel and fastened it in place with screws 
of the same material, so that the girl will go through 
life with a skeleton that is in part metallic. 

A third case, the description of which appeared just 
after the two others, was that of an infant who had 
been born club-footed and taken when only two years 
old to the Post Graduate Hospital for treatment. This 
trouble is defined as a result of an insufficient number 
of bones in the foot, and has been commonly treated 
by cutting the ligaments and forcing the foot into a 
normal position, in which it is confined by metal braces, 
after which nature is expected to complete the cure. 
Satisfactory results have sometimes been attained in 
this way, but in a discouraging number of cases the 
result has been far from satisfactory, and the surgeon 
who undertook this case resolved upon a new method. 

Obtaining from Bellevue Hospital the bodies of two 
children who had been born healthy, but strangled at 
‘birth, he took from them two pieces of bone such as 
were needed to suppy the lack in the feet of the de- 
formed child. And these he put in position by the well- 
known methods of bone transplantation. All that re- 
mained was to confine the feet and legs of the patient 
in plaster casts and await the knitting process of na- 
ture. This was done, and it is now expected that the 
child will be able to walk naturally in due time. 

Remarkab'e as these accounts seem to the lay mind, 
it is worthy of note that they occasion no great surprise 
„ Hug surgeons, who indeed seem to be so accustomed 
to the working of physica? miracles that nothing short 
of actually restoring life to a dead body geems likely to 
astonish them. They serve, however, to recall the opin- 
ion of Napoleon Bonaparte, whose knowledge of all 
subjects of human interest has always been held to 
have been really marvelous. 

He is quoted as saying that he had a poor opinion 
of medicine, but the highest respect for the profession 
of surgery. And it is likely that he had as many op- 
portunities to observe the practice of the two sciences 
as any one ever had, to say nothing of his having pro- 
vided more opportunities for such practice than any 
ore else in modern times. It is therefore somewhat. of 
the nature of the irony of fate that Napoleon III should 
have succumbed to the second operation he underwent 
for stone. 

The attitude of the surgical profession generally may 
be realized from the remarks of one of the most promi- 
nent members of it, who consented to talk on the ex- 
plicit understanding that his name should not be quoted. 
Such a request is often made of newspaper writers, but 
not always in good faith. This time, however, there was 
no question of sincerity. Without the promise he posi- 
tively refused to talk. f 

When the first of the cases cited above was called to 
his attention the great surgeon leaned back in his chair 
and smiled. 

“It was a creditable performance,” he said. “Not ev- 
ery man, even if he knew how, would venture to saw 
through three ribs to get at a man’s: heart and then 
take nine stitches in it to close up a wound. And not 
every surgeon who might “attempt such an operation 
would succeed in performing it properly. The man who 
cid it in Philadelphia, as you say somebody did, undoubt- 
edly understeod his business, and is certainly entitled to 


credit for having done a clever job. There is no reason 


to suppose that the patient will not recover. If the sur- 
zeon did his work properly a recovery is to be looked for 
as a natural consequence. | 

“It seems to the lay mind, I suppose, a particularly 
sensational operation to penetrate the interior of a living 
human body and patch up by mechanical means one of 
the vital organs such as the heart, when it is seriously 
lacerated. And of course in the case of the heart it 
seems very much more serious and sensational by rea- 
son of the fact that death is inevitable in case the ac- 
tion of that organ is suspended for any considerable 
time. But even an operation of that sort is to be con- 
sidered as a routine matter in the experience of a skilled 
surgeon. 2 


* 


“at is perfectly easy to get access to the heart by cut- 
ting through to it and even sawing the ribs, as it is said 
to have been done in the case you cite. Then when it is 
laid bare all the surgeon has to do is to take it in his 
hand and put his stitches in quickly. It is only a great 
muscle, and the stitching does not compare in difficulty 
with much that is done in other cases. Of course the 
heart will wiggle, and he will haxe to hold it very 
firmly, but there is no danger in that. He may even 
grasp it so tightly that its natural action will be sus- 
nended for a few seconds without serious results, and 
a few seconds are all that he will require for his stitching 
if h's technic is sufficient for the operation. All depends 
non the technic of the operator, and such an operation 
as this makes no such demands as are made in a large 
-variety of other cases.” 

“What would you class as the great achievements of 
modern surgery?” he was asked. 

“Well, there are several branches in-which surgery 
has made great advances in modern times,” he an- 
swered. “One of these is undoubtedly galistone sur- 
gery. The excision of stone has been practiced for 
many centuries, but it was enly when the stone was 
located in the bladder that the surgeons of the olden 
times were able to accomplish cures. They were able 
to reach a stone then with comparative ease 
and to remove it with safety. They even prac- 
ticed the crushing of the, stone itself before re 
moval in cases when it was not deemed advis- 
able to make an aperture sufficiently long to al- 
low of its removal without crushing, and that treat- 
ment was practiced centuries ago, but it is only in mod- 
ern times that instruments have been devised with 
which the crushing can be done without making an 
artificial opening. te? 

“It is only fair to say,” he continued, that this last 
process does not seem to have justified itself. The re- 
sults too often fall short of a complete cure, and in 
my own practice Ido not resort to the crushing process 
any longer. 

“But the actual progress made in this branch in 
modern times is in the line of gallstone surgery. 
Within comparatively few years we have ventured to 
use the knife in these cases and have had great suc- 
cess. Kidney and gallstones are now removed, whereas 
there was formerly no real cure known for such trou- 
bles. 

Another great advance has been made in the line o/ 
iniestinal operations, and I would say that it is in 
cases of this kind that the surgeon has the opportunity 
to exercise the highest technic that has been attained. 
To enter the abdominal cavity is a simple matter. 
There is no difficulty encountered, and provided the op- 
erator understands what are now regarded as the ele- 
mentary principles of surgery there is no special dan- 
ger to be apprehended. But it is after the entry has 
been made that the high technic is essential.” 

The enthusiasm of this man, distinguished as he is in 
his profession, is fairly matched in another direction 
by the admiration Dr. James J. Walsh of the Fordham 
Medical School entertains for the surgery of the an- 
cients. 

“I do not undertake to say that there is nothing new 
in surgery. Undoubtedly there are new Gall- 


cailed modern was well known to the ancients and has 
been rescued from oblivion only within a few years. 
We have no monographs of the ancient surgeons in 
which they might have detailed their great achieve- 
ments, but we have their text-books and we know much 
of what they did. Many of these text-books were re- 
published in the Renaissance and afterward forgotten, 
but within the last few years they have been brought 
to light again in France and Germany. 

“We know that the ancients had their varieties of 
anaesthetics, one of them an inhalent, by the use of 
which they could reduce the patient to insensibility and 
so make an entry into the skull, the thorax or the ab- 
dominal cavity without causing such a shock that the 
patient would be unable to endure the operation. And 


the best antiseptics that have ever been in use up to 
the present time. They used strong wine, wkich mod- 
ern practitioners admit is an excellent antiseptic; and 
by using it they avoided the after effects of their oper- 
ations, which without such use would have been fatal. 

“They were well acquainted with the operation of 
trephining in times of great antiquity. They operated 
for stone in the times of the Pharaohs. I have myself 
seen stones of over four inches in diameter that were 
taken from living patients in those days. And one of 
the maxims in a text-book they used is proof enough 
of the practice they followed in intestinal cases. The 
rule was: ‘If the intestine is lacerated it must be 
sewed up. Otherwise the patient will die.’ 

“Then the very name of the Caesarian operation is 
proof enough that one of the most delicate feats of sur- 
gery was known to the ancients. = 

“But the subject is inexhaustible. I could talk all 


but if any one is interested in the subject the best I 
can do is to refer him to a book I published last year 
entitled, ‘Old-Time Makers of Medicine.’ There he 
will find concrete instances of what they knew and 
what they accomplished.”

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Files and Typhoid Germs. | 


[Baltimore American:}] The recurrent epidemics 
of typhoid fever at Newark, Del., are due to the spread 
of typhoid germs by ‘flies. There is no doubt about 
this.” 

This declaration was made by Dr. Albert Robin, one 
of the foremost bacteriologists in the East, and for four 
years bacteriologist in the te’s laboratory in con- 
nection with Delaware College, at Newark. Dr. Robin, 
now a resident of Wilmington, continued: ; 

“The four years that I spent at Newark enabled me 
to learn al] about the town. The present outbreak of 
typhoid fever is traceable entirely to flies. The town 
has no system of sewerage. As a result filth is not 
carried away;; it remains on the surface and in cess- 
pools. The water supply is absolutely pure. 

“When a single case of this dread disease manifests 
itself, especially in summer, it is not long before other 
cases develop. This is because flies carry the germs 
from the filth to the homes of prospective victims by 
crawling over their food. : 

“There are now upward of a dozen cases in the town, 
a majority of them being among colored people, who 
have no screens in the windows of their homes. As 
long as Newark remains without a system of sewers 
just so long will it be impossible to prevent these epi- 
demics at intervals. It is not possible to kill all the 
flies, but it is impossible for the town to install sewers.” 

When a serious epidemic of typhoid occurred at New- 
ark a couple of years ago and caused a number of 
deaths the authorities of the town conducted an ex- 
haustive investigation as to the origin without results. 
Prof. Freidenberg, a member of the Delaware College 
faculty, died from the disease, as did several students.” 
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Nervous Dyspepsia and Self-Control. 


{The Hygienist:] A longer time is required to over- 
come nervous dyspepsia than any of the other forms 
of chronic functional diseases of the stomach. Time 
is an important element in curing any disorder which 
involves the nervous system, since the nerve centers 
when once depleted recuperate slowly. When we add 
to this the fact that persons who have nervous dys- 
pepsia are, as a rule, of a somewhat erratic tempera- 
ment, with no great stability of purpose and possessed 
of but little will power, it is self-evident that the 
chances for health for the chronic nervous dyspeptic 
are not so good as those afflicted with many other dis- 
eases. However, no sufferer from chronic dyspepsia 
need despair except as he is unable to exert self-con- 
trol, every case of this disease can be cured; everyone 
who is willing to give up disease-producing habits, and 
give them up long enough, can get well. :

Buttermilk and Health. 


[Dr. T. J. Allen:] Which kind of buttermilk is to 
be preferred, a reader asks the ordinary churned but- 
termilk, that made with a tablet, or that obtained from 
a creamery? The churned buttermilk is made, as a 
rule, from sweet milk that has been allowed to sour. 
Often much of it is the left-overs from the daily sup 
plies of the milk peddler. This milk has accumulated 
and developed a great variety of germs before it is 
churned, and cannot be as good as that made from 
fresh sweet milk with a tablet, which contains a choice 
culture. If this manufactured buttermilk is made prop- 
erly, with fresh milk, from a properly made and pre- 
served germ, it is much superior to the churned butter- 
milk. The buttermilk obtained from a creamery may 
be good or bad according to the care taken in prepar- 
ing it from the skimmed milk. It ought to be better 
than the churned buttermilk, because the conditions 
for making it can be better in a creamery. 
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The Cure of an Irritated Case. 
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Catarrh, Its Cause and Cure. 
It Is Not a Local But a Constitutional 
Disease. 
BY GENEVIEVE FARNELL-BOND. 


LETTER addressed to the editor of the health 

department reads: “In The Times of August 17 
vou refer to having had catarrh, and having cured 
‘yourself of it. Is it asking too much to tell us 
through the health department in what way it can be 
cured? I have been troubled for some years by a 
heavy flow of clear mucus from the nose, especially 
It is not pain- 
ful, but very annoying to say the least.“ 

We would say in regard to this case that the con- 
stant flow from the nose is nature’s effort to rid the 
mucous membrane lining the channels of nose, head, 
throat and ears of a diseased condition, and the heat 
generated by eating, and nature’s effort to combat cold, 
stimulate the flow. If it were not for this flow of mu- 
cus, very decided discomfort would be felt, and there 
would be stoppage in the passages. 

Catarrh, while it always takes on a local form, is the 
result primarily of unhygienic conditions in the gen- 
eral system, and not, as generally supposed, merely 
an acute or chronic form of cold which has locally at- 
tacked the mucus membranes. Catarrh does not at- 
tack the nose, throat, ears and eyes alone. Catarrhal 
conditions often exist in the stomach, bowels or uterus, 
causing the same discharge, resembling the white of 
egg, from these organs. ; 

Catarrh, then, is a diseased condition of the system 
which manifests itself locally. In treating catarrh, 
therefore, it may be borne in mind that the disease can- 
not be cured by local treatment alone. Little children, 
with swollen and diseased adenoids, are taken to spe- 
cialists for removal of the unhealthy members, or for- 
eign growths closing the passages between nasal and 
eustachian tubes. It has become quite necessary that 
these diseased growths should be removed. The 
swollen adenoid interferes with the breathing, is the in- 
direct cause of dropping in the throat, and infects the 
food that is taken into the stomach. When the tonsil 
or adenoid is removed, the child experiences immedi- 
ate relief, as would the cancer subject upon the re- 
moval of the diseased growth. But in the cancerous 
subject, if the diseased conditions in the system which 
led to the formation of the cancer are not corrected, an- 
other cancer may form in a new location. And this is 
also true concerning the catarrhal patient. The relief 


experienced upon the removal of the diseased part does 


not do away with the catarrhal conditions in the sys- 
tem. * 

There are, if vou please, certain germs which, if 
breathed into the nostrils or throat, will fasten them- 
selves upon the delicate membranes, when, if gener- 
ally healthful conditions do not exist in the system, 
these germs remain, and create disease, not only lo- 
cally, but the conditions existing in an acute form in 
some one particular place will distribute themselves 
with more or less disagreeable results throughout the 
Thus when the system is in a 
state to be susceptible to repeated colds, catarrhal con- 
ditions may finally establish themselves. 

The most favorable breeding-place for cold or catarrh 
germs is the system in which the bowels do not receive 
a thorough daily cleansing and emptying; where inges- 
tion and excretion are not properly balanced. So- 
called catarrh germs may be bred through impurities 
taken in through the stomach, and not being carried 
off by perfect gastronomic and peristaltic action. 
When, in addition to this, the subject does not spend 
a sufficient portion of his time in the open air, and has 
not a sufficiently vigorous and complete respiratory 
action, the throat and nose are likely to become in- 
fected with an unhealthy and often an inflamed con- 
dition. Swellings and stoppages often take place; and 
when a slight cold is contracted, catarrhal conditions 
developed. 


The writer, from earliest childhood, was possessed 
of large alimentiveness, and formed the habit of over- 
eating. None of the dainties of a luxurious table were 
denied, from coffee, pickles and salad, to pie, rich pud- 
dings and cake; and these articles were eaten neither 
in moderate quantities, nor with proper regard to thor- 
ough mastication. Neither frequent attacks of gastric 
fever, constipation, nor a general lassitude in the child 
served to warn the parents. Impurities gradually ac- 
cumulated in the system, creating a sallow complexion, 
frequent attacks of extreme weakness, and preventing 
any accumulation of flesh. Upon the slightest expos- 
ure cold was contracted, and the good mother was 
called upon constantly to doctor her child for sore 
throat or cold in the head. The acute colds would be 
cured, but catarrh began to develop. The disease at 
length became so bad that there was a constant drop- 
ping of mucus in the throat, and a constant necessity 
of hawking it up, and expectorating. This continued at 
hight, so that my sleep was at last almost constantly 
disturbed. No amount of treatment did any good until 
the “adenoid was removed, together with white fibrous 
growths between the and eustachian tubes on 
either side. Rut the catarrhal conditions, while in a 
less irritated form, still remained, because the cause 
had not been removed, 

Leaving home when quite young, I went about my 


nose 


work in the big world, pestered by these irritating con? 


ditions. As doctors did not seem to benefit me, I took 
my case into my own hands. First I cut all rich and 
fancy foods from my dietary. This was a step in the 
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right direction. Presently I began to restrair my im- 
moderate young appetite, and reduced the quantity of 
food. This was another point gained. Next, attention 
was paid to proper elimination through a morning dose 
of soda phosphates, which was changed, as the case 
progressed, to hot water with a little salt, one, two and 
sometimes three cups being drunk a hali-hour before 
breakfast. An enema was used when necessary, and 
a half hour before breakfast. An enema was used 
when necessary, and an occasional generous dose of 
castor oil at night. Presently a cold water sponge all 
over every morning was added to the treatment. This 
made me almost immune to colds, which are so irri- 
tating to catarrhal conditions. I took exercises in 
respiration at the open window, eighteen breaths at a 
time, three times a day, discovering by the faintness 
which would overcome me in the beginning that I had 
been breathing very improperly and incompletely. 
Adding physical culture exercises to the regime, I soon 
became able to expand my lungs fully. Then the idea 
of living out of doors came to me. I moved my cot 
onto the porch of my country home, slept and lived 
there during the entire year, even when rain, wind or 
snow was driving and whirling about me; when it was 
so cold that only the mouth and nostrils could be kept 
uncovered. 

Since this experience, catarrhal conditions have both- 
ered me very little if at all. I sleep out of doors when- 
ever I find it possible, in whatever climate I may find 
myself. 

As to local treatment, I used warm water every morn- 
ing with a very tiny pinch of salt, inhaling the solution 
through the nostrils, and expectorating it from the 
mouth. I also gargled with a solution of salt, bicarbon- 
ate of soda and hot water—half a teaspoonful of each 
in a glass of water. Occasionally at night I would put 


keep the linings soft. 

At the same time that I was living out of doors, I took 
an abundance of exercise, both in physical-culture 
movements and walking. 


Treatment for Running Catarrh. 


— 


In a case of this kind if the patient is really desirous 
of a speedy cure, and has the courage to pull herself 
out of the rut of habit, she must first learn a set of 
physical-culture movements which will exercise every 
part of the body from top to toe. Commencing gently, 
she must increase the vigor and repetitions of the 
movements until her body is in a warm glow. She 
must take these exercises every morning, with her win- 
dows wide open. She must wear only one loose gar- 
ment. Immediately afterward she must take a cold 
sponge bath, with salt in the water, letting the water 
pour over her. As soon as she becomes accustomed 
to this, she should change to the cold plunge in the 
bathtub, She must not remain in the water; but jump- 
ing out quickly, must rub down with a Turkish towel. 
If she beer feel at all chilly she may rub until the 
entire surface of the flesh is in a glow, after which 
she should dress quickly. She should then drink hot 
water—one, two or three cups, as she is able, with 
a little salt in it. This cleans down the intestinal 
tract, of mucous deposits which may have accumulated. 
If the patient can find time for even a twenty minutes’ 
brisk walk before breakfast, during which time particu- 
lar attention is given to deep and complete respiration 
—respiration which expands the abdominal muscles, 
as well as those to the extreme right and left of the 
breast—so much the better. The patient must walk 
with chest up, shoulders back, abdomen drawn in, and 
with'a brisk, zestful step. She must take a really 
happy interest in what she is doing. ; 
She must look to her diet, both in the matter of qual- 
| ity and quantity. Tea and all sharp, biting foods 
should be eliminated. Coffee, if it must be drunk, 
should be limited to one cup in the morning. Meat 
should be eaten not oftener than once a day. A desert- 
spoonful of olive oil after each meal will help to carry 
away mucous impurities. The patient must never over- 
eat. Sweet milk and buttermilk are recommended, the 


latter particularly for its purifying qualities. Plenty 


of cool, uniced water should be drunk during the day. 
The patient should never eat heavily at night. The 
drinking of one or two cups of hot water before going 
to bed has a splendidly purifying effect. 

Hot-water inhalations may be used to advantage. It 
is better to introduce them into the nostrils, letting 


rather than by snuffing them up. 

The porch bedroom is earnestly recommended to the 
patient. If she has not a porch, let her take her cot 
to the roof—anywhere that she may sleep in the open. 
This, coupled with proper diet, is the most important 
factor ef all in the curing of catarrh. 

When the patient takes up this course of treatment 
she must not do it spasmodically, but persistently ev- 
ery day she must follow the regulations. Otherwise, 
she cannot expect a cure.
